A REMARKABLE change made manifest by 
the disturbance of the labor market 1s the 
disappearance of combination as a leading 
feature of the operations of the capitalists 
and the prevalence of combination among 
the laboring class. In the building trades of 
this city, for instance, all classes of wage- 
earners have their unions, which are very 
powerful, while every employer operates 
substantially by himself, The builders and 


course they will pursue, much less any unifi- 
cation of their interests that would enable 
them to act as a body. They simply sit still 
and await the movements of the labor- 
ers. When it is definitly decided 
what the latter class are going to 
do, they will then as individuals determine 
whether they desire to enter on any new en- 
terprises and put up any more new buildings 
this season. Many of them think that, after 
the artisans have tested the feeling of the 
community toward them and have found out 
that the market will not stand any consider- 
able adyance in the cost of constructing 
buildings, they will quiet down and go to 
work at substantially the present rates; but 
the employing class do not care to put out 
their money 80 long as there is so much un- 
certainty as to the price of labor. There 
has béen no end of just complaint as to 
combinations of capitalists in the last few 
years, and it is a little curious to see the con- 
dition of things thus reversed. It is a time 
when such combinations are breaking up, 
particularly among the railroads, The com- 
binations the weight of which the public is 
now feeling are of laborers and not of cap- 
italists.

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FDUOATIOUN AND DISCONTENT. 

The London Spectator in a recent issue 
discusses the question of education and dis- 
content, and, so far as it goes, its investiga- 
tion of the seeming paradox of discontent aris- 
ing from education is a very thoughtful and 
interesting one. It assumes at the very out- 
set what is true—numely: that education of 


mete development of intelligence will not re- 
move the innate causes of crime. Education 
has never yet suceeeded in making men 
good. ‘That it does not always make them 
intelligent it establishes by citing as illustra- 
tions M. Elesée Reclus, the famous French 
geographér; Prinee Krapotkine; Hyndman, 
the London Socialist, and Gallo, the French 
Anarchist, who ignore hot only the teach- 
ings of history but the commonest facts of 
experience and counsel the destruction of 
society by force. The Spectator goes still 
further and finds that education, instead of 
producing an increase of sense, an im- 
provement in the mental balance and 
individual contentment and happiness, 
has directly the opposit effect, and 
it seeks to account for it upon the 
theory that education at first only awakens 
and makes men perceive what they were 
blind to before, and that tolerance of what 
they perceive is of much slower growth. 
Applied to the doctrine of force, it says: 
“The petulance of the schoolboy comes on 
the nation as well as the new apprehensions, 
while the belief or partial belief in violence 
is a consequence not so much of new knowl- 
edge as of a hew sense of power. The 
strength of the masses has become 60 ap- 
parent to the masses that they think it can 
do anything, and ask why, if they can make 
or abolish any law, they cannot make laws 
against poverty and suffering.” This is an 
ingenious explanation of the discontent of 
education as manifested in outbreaks against 
the laws of society, but it does not touch 
upon the general question why education 
should evolve discontent, nor indeed does 
the Spectator attempt to answer it. 

In general terms it may be said that the 
outcome of modern education has only been 
to sharpen the brain and kindle desires for 
comforts and luxuries without showing the 
way to their gratification. A boy goes to 
school and learns to read. This opens to 
him the whole world of information in books 
and newspapers. He learns to write, and is 
thus enabled to correspond with others. He 
learns to cipher, and thus becomes master of 
figures, accounts, and bookkeeping in some 
cases. Geography teaches him the contour 
of the world in which he lives, Grammar 
teaches him to speak and write correctly. 
A little history partially unfolds the past to 
him, and a dabbling in science acquaints him 
with some rudimentary ideas in the natural 
philosophies. This is the foundation, and 
upon this foundation the same kinds of 
stone are piled up, the only difference being 
that they rise higher and higher, giving him 
a wider area of outlook, and on the top of 
them some very useless blocks of Greek or 
Hebrew serve for an ornamental apex. 
What is the sum of all this? His 
brain has been sharpened. His reason- 
ing powers may be trained somewhat. 
His imagination is roused. His intel- 
ligence may be developed. But what 
has he gained beyond the discovery of a mul- 
titude of wants he is incapable of filling, the 
creation of desires which he does not know 
how to gratify, and of aspirations which 
have no definit aim? He immediately wants 
better things and more of them, but he can- 
not get them because he cannot produce them. 
Of course if he has wealth he may procure 
them, but the vast mass of educated men do 
not have wealth, and those who do have it 
are no better off, because.wealth always 
brings discontent. 

The educated man cannot produce what 
he wants because hé has not been taught in 
that direction. His brain has been educated 
and his intelligence enlarged, but his eye and 
his hand have not been taught at all. He 
has been educated to think, to read, to imag- 
ine, but not to do. Hoe is not capable ot pro- 
ducing a single thing he wants. He cannot 
use a tool, cannot even drive a nail or saw a 
board properly. He cannot make a wagon, 
or plow, or shoe a horse, or himself. He 
cannot make a garment to Wear, sew a seam, 
or construct a piece of furniture, or fashion 
a piece of iron. He cannot spin or weave, 
or clothe himself, or raise anything for his 
sustenance. Out of this utter helplesness 
grows discontent. He cannot producea single 
thing he wants or He is about as well 
off as a person born without hands. 

What little such a man can produce other 
people do not want. All that he has been 
educated to do is already overdone. There 
is no place for him in the ranks of what are 
called educational workers that will earn him 
sliving, There is no place in the ranks cf 
manual workers that he can fill, although 
there is plenty of work, but he doesn’t know 
how to do any of it, The great majority of 
college graduates on the day after graduation 
stand idly and vacantly on the threshold of 
the world, not knowing which way to turn. 
For what little they can do there is no de- 
mand. They drift. about seeking places as 
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produce unhappiness and discontent ? Until 
some radical change is made this evil will 
not only continue but it will increase as new 
labor methods are devised and improved 
machinery is invented. The remedy for this 
evil does not lie in the sharpening of the 
brain but in the teaching of the hand. When 
the strong, skillful hand goes with the sharp 
brain and educated intelligence individual 
happiness and social contentment will be cor- 


respondingly increased.

‘That the trouble was settied without 
the loss of a single life is largely owing to 
the prudent, cool, sagacious course of Gov. 
Oglesby. | 

Many of the strikmg switchmen were 
guilty of lawless acts, but disorderly conduct 
is not a capital offense under the laws of 
Illinois. The law does not call for the life 


threats. If a dozen, a hundred, or a thou- 
sand such men get together and vex the 
peace of the community it does’ not follow 


the militia and made to suffer death as the 
penalty for disorderly eonduct. A military 
force does not act in the execution of writs; 
it carries no clubs, handcuffs, or pocket arms; 
it does not aim to put men under arrest and 
lodge them in jail—but to clear the ground at 
all hazards and slaughter without hesitation 
and without remorse all who stand in the 
way. The use of military power is the last 
argument of Kings,” and it ought certainly 
to be the last resort in the government of a 
free country. The growing tendency in this 


act as substitutes for the police ought not to 
be encouraged. It isa rare occurence when 
troops are called out in England to suppress 
labor strikes or bread riots, and the tives of 
American citizens arg certainly as valuable 
as those of British subjects. 

One of the worst effects of calling out 
troops so often to quell labor troubles is that 
it destroys for the civil authorities 


Nine times out of ten this remedy will prove 
prompt and effective. In any ordinary case 
there would be no reason why with the as 
sistance of competent detectives all the ring- 
leaders, walking delegates, and go-betweens 
enlisted in @ riotous strike should not be put 
under bonds within twenty-four hours and 
made to understand that the slightest mis- 


conduct would be visited with peremptory 


punishment for contempt of court. 


off and take a sober, second thought on the 
consequences to them individually of getting 
into the clutches of the law. This remedy 
has been ‘tried with entire success in St. 
Louis and New York within a fortnight by 
certain employers who were ¢ool-headed 
enough to apply to the courts fer the pro- 
tection of their rights rather than begin to 
shout for troops and blood. All disorderly 
strikes are led by a few men, and when the 
ringleaders are put under injunction by the 
courts the trouble is pretty certain to die 
out in a short time, There is not more than 
one commotion in a hundred which could not 
be quieted in this manner if the method were 
promptly and vigorously applied. The ex- 
perience of centuries in England has shown 
that in junctions and arrests for conspiracy to 
do mischief are the best remedies for dis- 
orderly outbreaks among workmen, and that 
the use ot troops should be reserved for 
organized mobs too powerful for the courts 
and the police to cope with. The law of Lili- 
nois makes ample provision for violent 
strikes and boycotts of every description, and 
there are very few cases where it cannot be 
enforced by the courts without an appeal to 
arms and a general slaughter. |

A “STRIKE” MEANS RESIGNING A 
POSITION. 

Some of the demoralizing notions preva- 
lent among workmen arise no doubt from the 
persistent use of the word strike in a 
sense wholly unknown to the law. It is only 
within a comparatively receut period that this 
term has been used to describe the act of a 
body of employés in quittung work to secure 
higher wages or shorter hours; but strik- 
ers” generally adhere to the primary idea of 
the word, which implies violence, and that 
there is somebody to be struck.“ In the 
sense in which workmen use the term it is 
synonymous with ‘‘conspiracy,’’ but, unfort- 
unately, this fact is obscured by the general 
habit ofedescribing all concerted acts of quit- 
ting work as strikes, whether aecompa- 
nied by violence or not. When an employé 
quits work the law regards him simply as a 
person who has tendered his resignation and 
severed all relations with his former employer. 
Whether the persen is in public or private 
employment the actof resigning his position 
has the saine consequences, except that in 
the former case the person must have his 
resignation accepted before he is entirely re- 
leased from the responsibilities and duties of 
his post. Postmasters, Revenue Collectors, 
Government clerks, school-teachers, or po- 
licemen can “ strike” if they see fit by tend- 
ering their resignations, but if they attempt 
to prevent other persons taking the vacant 
places they are at once liable to arrest and 
punishment for an unlawful act. It is the 
same with persons in private employment. 
The moment that a “strike” amounts to 
anything more than a tender of resignations 
it becomes unlawful, No man has a right to 
‘‘strike” another, or conspife to in- 
jure his business, or deprive him of 
his means of livelihood. Any body 
of employés can strike hands” and 
join together with a view of securing better 
wages or shorter hours by quitting work and 
resigning their positions; but this is the 
limit of a lawful strike. If the strike aims 
to use any other means than quitting work 
to interrupt the business of the employer or 
if it interferes with other men desiring to 
accept the vacated places it becomes a con- 
spiracy and a criminal offense. The persist- 
ent misuse of the word strike” is no doubt 
the cause of the confused ideas of workmen, 
who suppose that they can resign a situation 
and still keep it under their control by 
‘striking’ against the rights of others and 
mobbing their late employer or his new 
workmen; but they cannot do it without 
violating the criminal laws and rendering 
themselves liable to be put under bonds to 
keep away and cease their interferenee or to 
arrest, fine, and imprisonment. 


MINISTEK PHELPS AND THE IRISH. 

Some time ago the London Times quoted 
Mr. Phelps, the United States Minister at 
the Court of St. James, as having said in 
reference to American meetings in favor of 
home rule for Ireland that they in no de- 
** gree expressed the real sentiment of the 
American people on that question, and 
„that they were attended principally by 
Irish and a dubious class of politicians.” 
The expressions attributed to Mr. Phelps 
were widely discussed and commented on at 
the time. The American press <¢riticised 
Mr. Phelps’ course in meddling with the 
question at all, as it was outside his legiti- 
mate duties, and it moreover questioned the 
accuracy of his statement with reference to 
the feelings and opinions of Americans con- 
cerning the Anglo-Irish difficulty. Mr. 
Phelps, However, has not deemed it proper 
to reply to his critics, and his statements are 
now recalled because of the very pronounced 
expressions with regard to the Irish ques- 
tion which were embodied in the resolutions 
recently passed by the Republican Legis- 
latures of Iowa, New Jersey, Ohio, and 
New York, and by the Lower House 
of the Rhode Island Assembly. The 
Republican members of the Legislatures 
referred to are nearly all native 
Americans, Not 5 per cent of them are Irish 
by birth or blood, They could not have been 
influenced by political reasons in voting for 
the Gladstone-Parnell home-rule resolutions, 
for the Irish are at least 90 per cent of them 
Democrats, who always vote the Bourbon 
ticket as a sort of religious duty, and who 
anathematize those who vote the’ Republican 
ticket. The adoption of the home-rule reso- 
lutions by the votes of Republican Amer- 
icans, therefore, may be considered a very 
good gage of unbiased American public 
opinion, and constitutes in itself a complete 
refutation of Mr. Phelps’ statement in the 
London Times. 

It has been remarked as rather singular in 
connection with this matter that the Irish- 
American and other Democratic newspapers 
which so severely criticissd Mr. Lowell for 
his supposed unfriendly feeling towards the 
Irish national movement were quite silent 
concerning Mr. Phelps’ utterances. The Re- 
publican newspapers used to criticise Mr. 
Lowell rather freely for his inaction with 
reference to American citizens of Irish 
birth imprisoned in England. The Dem- 
ocrats, it will be remembered, made 
that inaction an issue of the 


meddling Phelps, who gratuitously misin- 
formed the British public through the London 
Times that American public opinion did not 
favor home rule—all for the benefit of his 
British Tory friends. And there is hardly 
an expression of Irish gratitude towards those 
Republican Legislatures that have so oppor- 
tunately pronounced in favor of Ireland. 

The course of Irish Democrats in these 
cases is almost inexplicable. Is it because 
many of them are ashamed and sorry now 
that they voted for Cleveland, who appointed 
Phelps, that they have not spoken out as 
they did concerning Lowell? Or is it that 
they are so wedded to what is called De- 
moeracy” that they think whatever a Bourbon 
partisan says or does is right? Probably 
Irish Democrats indorse Cleveland’s man 
Phelps and his language and repudiate 
those Republican bodies that have expressed 
sympathy with Ireland and those who are 
trying to do justice to that country. Let us 
have a little light on this subject.

The Anarchists’ Meeting. 

The harangue of Herr Most, the New York 
Anarchist, at the meeting held in that city Fri- 
day evening, was an outrageous and infamous 
abuse of the liberty of speech accorded to indi- 
viduals in this free sountry. It added to the 
wantonness and ircendiarism of this speech— 
advocating murder, destruction, fire, and plun- 
der—that it was made at a time when the rela- 
tions ot capital and labor are seriously dis- 
turbed and efforts are being made to come to 
some amicable understanding. That such a 
harangue should have been made in the pres- 
ence of a body of poliee amply sufficient to 
have placed the inciter of arson and murder 
under arrest is certainly sufficient evidence 
that treedom of speech in New York amounts 
to the very extreme of license. There is no 
Other country in the world where Herr Most 
could have in@ulged in such bloody and incen- 
diary talk or sought to arouse the evil passions 
of bis listeners without paying ihe penalty for it. 
Even in free Bogiand be would bave been im- 
prisoned atonce. In any other European coun- 
try be would bave been clapped in the peniten- 
tiary for a term of years. In this country. how- 
ever, where treedom is universal, where there 
is no oppression, where workingmen may claim 
their rights, and the people are sovereigas, this 
blatant brawler is allowed to clamor for murder 
and incendiarism and urge his followers on 
to kill and burn with utter impunity! It is 
hard for peaceful, law-abiding people to be 
obliged to sit quietly by and listen to such 
harangues. Their only compensation is the 
knowledge that if even these demagogs and 
bloodthirsty brawlers try to put their doe 
trines into operation or induce their fo!lowers 
to obey their behests they will pay dearly for 
it. They now enjoy the liberty of speech, and 
so long as they confine themselves to that en- 
joyment they will probably remain un molest- 
ed, exasperating as their offense may be. 
Should they go beyond this to put their preach- 
ing into practice they will understand the 
force and authority of law and realize the real 
meaning of public sentiment and the full ex- 
tent of popular rights. For the information of 
the reader who did not hear Most’s harangue 
who may think our description of it Worse than 
it was, we quote a sample or two of his talk to 
the crowd of foreigners who cheered his utter- 
ances: 


An army musket, with fixed bayonet, lay on the 
platform, and when Most began to speak he com- 
plimentea his hearers by saying that they had 
at last awakened to a sense of their wrongs and 
had determined to look the situation squarely in 
the face. ‘*Arm yourselves now.“ he cried: “arm 
yourselves before it is too late and they shoot you 
down, Let the people rise and fight the capitalists. 
Then no investigation would be made, no reasons 
would de asked or given, for the majority is always 
right.” Seizing the musket, he cried: It is not so 
dificult to arm. Here! see this fine musket! how 
well it works. Lean furnish you with 10,000 such 
fine breechioaders With bayonets at only $10 
apiece. Think! only $10 apiece! You waste your 
money in buying gold watches and jewelry. Bet- 
ter buy muskets and revolvers and cartridges, and 
when you have enough shooting-irons then rise 
and take what belongs to you. Carry clubs also. 
Why should policeman alone carry clubs? We have 
not got artillery as yet, but we will in time. The 
Constitution gives us the right to have 
cannon also. As for bombs, you need sot wait 
until you have foundries to make them. You can 
make bombs out of glass tubes and old iron pipe, 
which you can load with dynamite or gunpowder 
and fasten on caps at both ends. And when you 
see any of the rascals, throw them under theif feet 
and kill them. Let your women use the bombs and 
learn how to use petroleum, for petroleum is 
cheap and burns well, Petroleum bombs can be 
throwh twenty feet. We must have sharpsheoters 
ulso—men who can bring down the scoundrels at a 
long distance. For they drill their minions (the 
militia) every day. Then when we are all armed 
we can rise at a given moment and take possession 
of ail the armories and arsenals in the city. In one 
year 100,000 men could be armed, and then we 
would seize the capitalists by the throat. We will 
take all the bresd and meat, and clothes, and 
money, and houses, and all the wine and vegeta- 
bles, and all the champagne for ourselves. We 
will not help out any foolish trades-union strikers. 
We want ail. We will make war upon ali—the 
capitalists and the State and the Churca. For they 
are all our enemies. Give me your address. and 
tell me what kind of arms you want and I'll sell 
them to you cheap.

EVIDENCE of the loose methods of Mr.

On tee redommendation of the 
School Board the Council concurred last 
Monday in the proposition to purchase a 
lot on Portland avenue and Thirty-seyenth 
street for $10,800. This is a rather high price 
for the locality. But in rolauon to the Port- 
land avenue lot: It appears to have been 
purchased in a desirabie residence corner; the 
property-owners in the vicinity naturally ob- 
jected, and they asked why an 6qually suitable 
lot for a school buiiding could not be pur- 
chased a block or two away, where it could be 
had at a much smaller price. Being unable to 
make any impression on the School Inspectors 
the property-owners have carried their com- 
plaints to the Mayor, who will doubtless inter- 
pose his veto to prevent an unnecessary ex- 
péenditure of the people's taxes. The School 
Board seems to have a penchant for buying 
sites on thoroughfares where real estate is 
beld at speculative and fancy prices, alto- 
gether unmindful of the fact that short cross 
streets are the most desirable locations—being 
quieter and less shaded by higher bui.dings. 
Argument and reason, however, are lost on 
the School Inspectors.

Tue railroads to the Pacific are restoring 
theit high rates of passenger fare. The Union 
Pacific and the Burlington Ruads have ordered 
anadvance Monday to $60 for first-class un- 
limited tickets and $50 for limited, from the 
Missouri Riwer to California. Tne reason for 
this adyance ig thus explained by a Boston 
special: 

Advices from San Francisco state that the pas- 
senger trafiic has been of immense volume recent- 
ly, from twenty to twenty-five car-loads of pas- 
sengers leaving Kansas City for the West daily. 
One reason why the Atchison Road advanced rates 
was that it could not get cars enough to handle 
the business, many passengers being often obliged 
to stand as much as twenty hours at a time, and 
the cars being crowded like street-cars. The Cen- 
tral and Southern Pacific Roads have pressed into 
service every old passenger-car that could be 
found, and the Union Pacific Road has old emi- 
grant-cars running which had been side-tracked 
for ten years. 

The return to the old bigh-tariff fares will 
speedily act like a dilling frost on the rush of 
travel over the Pacific roads. And high 
freights, too, will kill very quickly the heavy 
movement of commodities that has taken place 
during the last two or three mont 28. Califor- 
nia and the Territories have enjoyed an un- 
precedented boom since December. Low 
freights and fares put life into every brauch of 
busiress. The exchange of Eastern and Mid- 
dle State manufactures for Pacific slope fruits, 
fresh and dried, wines, saimon, and other prod- 
ucts bas been something enormous. If the 
trains carried at low rates they all ran full, no 
rolling-stock was idle. and the enormous trans- 
portation very nearly recouped the roads for 
their so-called ruinous outs of rates. The 
companies are coming out of tho war about 
as rich as when they went into it.

THE LAST WEEK’S FLUCTUATIONS OF 
BRITISH, SENTIMENT. 
" — + 
Fallare of the Opposition to Formulate an 
Alternative Irish Scheme—The “ Times 
Charges Alexander Sullivan and Others 
with Indirect Complicity in Dynamite 
Work—The M Parliament Im- 
proving the Vacation by Consulting Their 
Constituents — Following the Premier 
Blindly—General Views. 

Lonpon, April 24.—[Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune,j|—1f any change is to 
be observed in the status of the grand and ab- 
sorbing topic of British discussion it is in favor 
of Mr. Gladstone; but the tide of apparent 
feeling ebbe and flows so curiousiy that pres- 
ent judgments are not worth much. The 
week's expression of opinion throughout the 
country has been distinctly in his favor; but, 
on the other hand, the chances of an arrange- 
ment with Mr. Chamberlain navé somewhat 
diminished. The Land bill seems in danger of 
pleasing nobody. It is not sweeping enough 
to bribe the landiords away from their 
“sink or swim” alliance with the Tories, 
and it is too generous to satisfy the English- 
Irish Radicals. Mr. Gladstone’s concession to 
Mr. Chamberiain in reducing the sum to £50,- 
000,000 has not conciliated him or other Radi- 
cals who object to the principle, while its con- 
fessedly incomplete character fails to disarm 
the Whig antagonism, Since it grows increas- 
ingly probable that if a majority can be got to 
pass the Home-Rule bili the landlords will be 
left to whistle for their remuneration as the 
penalty of willful opposition to their 
own intereate, I find that the English 
Radicals are comme to feel very 
strongly that they deserve nothing 
better, and I look to see this feeling grow into 
a national indignation of the obstructive ab- 
sentees and rackrents, who neither give peace 
and prosperity to Ireland themselves nor allow 
Engiand to do so. Mr. Morley is the main 
barrier against this swelling force of radical- 
ism, Which would free the land in Ireland as 
summarily as we freed the biacks. If he shouid 
be provoked by the landlord attacks oppo- 
sition into abandoning his position, Mr. Giad- 
stone and Earl Spencer will probably not 
longer stand out, and the Purchase bill will 
go by the board. 

The great difficulty in the way of home rule 
continues to be the question of Irish repre- 
sentation, and when the debate begins perhaps 
there will be aiternative propositions on this 
point. I think, however, 1 see indicatons 
that Mr. Gladstode will lead the discussion in 
the diregtuuon of federation, and explain that 
the Irish can with propriety stay away from 
Westminster until such dime as British opinion 
is ripe for local legislatures at Edinburg, Car- 
narvon, and Birmingham, leavmg only impe- 
rial atfaire for the Parliament at Westminster, 
in which all four of the countries and perbaps 
the colonies too would be represented. Mr. 
Healy’s speech gave great impuise to this 
idea, and everywhere 1 hear men quot- 
ing his aphorism: Tou can’t have fed- 
eration till you have got the legislatures 
to federate witch. Certainiy the drift of dis- 
cussion is running this way, and some Liberal 
members are already publicly committed to 
the idea. How far the outlining of this vision 
wiil operate to reduce the opposition to the ro- 
moval of Irish members from Westminster, 
however, it is impossible to say. The motives 
of those who want them to remain at West- 
minster are widely different. The Radicals in 
general and Mr. Chamberlain in particular de- 
aire it because they want their belp in their 
future sweeping legislation against ‘and laws 
and privilege in England. The Whig 
and Tory enemies of bome rule 
desire it because they expect that if the pres- 
ent Irish leaders are kept in London the Par- 
liament at Dublin will be a failure. They as- 
sume from the difficulty Mr. Parnell has had 
to get good men to filleven the quota of eighty- 
six members that it will be impossible to pre- 
vent the Dublin body from falling into the 
bands of the riff-raff of Ireland, whose violence 
and general unfitness will speediivy disgust tne 
Euglish and destroy the experiment of home 
rule. In this melevolent calculation they 
make a mistake: for, while the number of 
sensible and representative men of the Irish 
Nationalist body who ure able to leave their 
business and bear the expense of a protracted 
residence in London is small, no such objec- 
tion would attach to service in a Parliament at 
Dublin. 

The protracted press discussion of the Irish 
question is exhausting itself here in London, 
where writers, from having no fountain of in- 
spiration save prejudices,are beginning to write 
wild baiderdash. The absence of even the 
shadow of an alternative to Mr. Giadstone’s 
scheme renders this inevitable. No genius is 
great enough to make an incessant negation 
alone and in itself interesting or convincing. 
The Times today prints a lot of dynamite revel- 
ations, or rather recapitulations, charging 
Alexander Sullivan with direct and 
Mr. Egan with indirect complicity in 
them, and makes the matter the topic for 
a leader which by implication makes every 
Irishman in Am sy mpatbize with outrage. 
The Datly News has revovered from its mo- 
mentary funk and is now supporting Mr. Glad- 
stone cordially. There was no special signifi- 
cance in its solitary day’siapse. That was 
merely a part of the general depression which 
I reflected a fortnight ago, when it was be- 
lieved that John Brigut would attack the bill 
and all was lost. One must be prepared for 
further fluctuations of confidence and despair, 
but nothing is likely to come which will shake 
the faith of the Liberal leaders or the whips 
in a majority for the bill as amended in com- 
mittee.

WARNING TO STRIKERS, 


A Once Thriving Massachusetts Village in 
the Last Stages of Decay Through Labor 
Troubles. 

TAUNTON, Mass., April 24.—Troubles at the 
Old Colony Iron-Works at East Taunton, Mass., 
assumed a shape that insures the extermina- 
tion of manufacturing in that once prosperous 
and thriving village. Five years ago the com- 
pany’s large nail-factory was burned. Owing 
to constant labor troubles the company re- 
moved the factory to Somerset. This move 
took from the village a large portion of the 
population. Nothing warned, the remaining 
workmen have kept up petty differences. Iwo 
weeks ago the belpers in the shovel department 
requested an advance, but Mr. Washburn in- 
formed them that the concern had lost in three 
years $26,000. He was willing to leave the mat- 
ter to arbitration, and selected his clerk; the 
men selected Senator Howard, and these were 
to meet last Saturday and choose another. Mr. 
Howard did not appear, but telegraphed the 
men to go to work until May land matters 
would be arranged. Monday but four of the 
helpers returned, and the company have shut 
the shovel-works down indefiditiy, and will 
move the plant to Somerset and will unite with 
the business there. Four hundred hands wil! 
have to migrate eisewhere, as all that will be 
left of the establishment in Taunton will only 
furnish employment for sixty hands. The 
plant is one of the best equipped in the coun- 
try.

The General Executive Board are mak- 
ing preparations for the arrival of the Curtin

now remaining away from the railroads 
entirely, as is evidenced by the fact that not 
one of them has been arrested by the military 
for several days.

Of the 2,440 trade societies of the United States 
of which the location was learned 620 were in 
Pennslyvania, 252 in Obio, 226 in Illinois, 218 in 
New York, 149 in Missouri, 122 New Jersey, and 117 
in Massachusetts. 

The industrial distribution of the societies 
is given as follows: 

Professiunal and personal service, 16; trade and 
transportation, 270; manufacturing and mechanic- 
al industries, 2,014; mining, 131. 

Mr. Weeks then adds: 

The largest number of branches under any one 
division of industries is the number of local as- 
semblies under the Knights of Labor, which num- 
ber 866, with 1 district assemblies. But few of 
the unions have had a long existence. Some, how- 
ever, date back some years. This is especially 
true of the National organizations. The Interna- 
tional Typographical Union dates back to 1850; the 
Hat- Finishers’ Trade Association to 1854. 

A tabulated statement accompanying the re- 
port shows the numberof the more impor- 
tant subordinate unions and total membership 
to be as follows:

nearly all of them. Postmaster Judd, soon 
after he was appointed, made complaint that 
owing to the duplicatiog of street names the 
distribution of the mail was delayed, carriers 
were confused, and the Post-Office authorities 
generally inconveriienced. Mr.Judd’s complaint, 
it was acknowledged, was not without good 
grounds. The committee appointed in conse- 
quence consisted of Ald. Young, Hildreth, and 
Manierre. Those gentlemen do not appear to 
have done much in the way of determining on 
a feasible plan of reform: A few Gays ago & 
pampbiet was issued which contains a report 
made by the ex-Comfiiissioner of Public Works 
Mr. Cregier—on the subject, embrafing bis 
plan of renaming and renuinbering, also Mayor 
Harrison's observations on the same. The Al- 
dermanic committee makes no recommenda- 
tions Concerning the report. 

Mr. Crexier's plan is complex and proposes a 
destructive and revolumonaery change in street 
nomenclature. He would chanwe the names of 
ninety-one streets and avéenties and au the 
present house numbers, and compel the whole 
householding and shopkeeping population to 
purchase new street numbers for their places 
of residence or business} He would throw 
every number away and begin all over again, 
commencing down in Hyde Park and the Town 
of Lake as bia starting points and working 
north to the limits! He would designate 
all north and south thorouchfares “ avenues”’; 
all public highways runs east anda west, 
„Streets; diagonal thoroughfares, like Blue 
Island or Milwaukee avenue “*roade”; minor 
highways runum north and south he would 
call places ; and these of a like character 
running east and west he would call ** courts.” 
He would eliminate the prefix North, South, 
Bast, and West, on the fragile grounds that 
they are confusing. Every tnorougmare, he 
thinks, should bear the same name throughout 
its whole length. He would, of course,abolish 
all central base lines. He would begin the 
numbering for the north and south streets at 
Thirty-ninth street, for the east and west 
streets at the lake. firet number on State 
street just inside the city limite would be 1. 
the number on the northeast corner of Thirty- 
eighth and State would be 101. and so on by 
hundreds to Fullerton avenue, where the num- 
ber would be 5600. The numbering east and 
west would be based on the numbering of 
Thirty-ninth street in that direction. At the 
city limite Thirty-ninth street is intersected 
between State street and the lake by eleven 
streets. The northwest corner of Thirty-ninth 
and State streets would be 1201 Thirty-ninth 
street according te Mr. Cregier’s plan. The 
first number ov Madison street west of State 
would be 1201 Madison street, and 80 on. 

Mr. Cregier s scheme is not Nkely to com- 
mend itself to the general public. It is fatally 
defective in several respects. It is too re vo- 
lutionary and needlesiy destructive of exist ing 
usage, and it assumes that Chicago will not 
grow in a southeriy direction, whieh is ridicu- 
lous. Existmg landmark names would lead to 
historical and business confusion ia reference 
to Chicago, and would completely bewilder 
strangers Visiting the „ The abolition of 
the * North ”’ “South,” Bast 
and West, would do violence to the tradi- 
tional and historical ideas which have prevailed 
here half a century. To call the first house on 

north side of East Madisen street 901 
ould have no meaning toa resident of Chi- 
cago. It would be a Chinese puzzie to the 
stranger visiting bere. To make Twirty-ninth 
street a basic line for numbers would ignore 
the probability that Chieago will extend south 
far towards, if not entirely to, the Indiana 
State line. It would reverse the only wise 
plan of nomenciature and numbering—the 
Bond system, perfected by ex-Ald. L. L. Bond 
wo 1874. which has been adopted bere and 
found convenient. 

The numbers on the north and south thor- 
oughfares pow are on the 100-to-the-biock pian, 
and in that portion of the division south of 
Twelfth street the numbers correspond to 
the name of the orose-town street—Thir- 
teenth, Fourteenth, Eighteenth, Twenty-second, 
Twenty-ninth, Thirty-ninth, and so on. Be- 
yond the city limits in Hyde Park this system 
of nomenciature is kept up as far as One Hun- 
dred and Twentieth street down at the State 


by Mr. Cregier. The only reo 
ommendations which be makes worthy of se- 
rious attention are those in reference to call- 
ing the cross-towm thorougbfares streets and 
the north end south ones avenues. The other 
recom mendations should have no weight with 
the present Council, and they are practically 
repudiated by the Mayor. 

A change is needed, however. But if one is 
to de made it should partake of the character 
of reform rather of destructive revolu- 
tion. The system Which bas worked so well in 
the South Division ought to be extended. The 
river might be made the basic line for north 
and south streets in the South and North 
Divisions, 
street, which ruas quite through to the 
western limits and is a great thoroughfare, 
would answer that purpose. For east and 
west streets numbering should commence at 
the lake and continue to increase on the 100-to- 
the-block basis. For business, historic, and 
traditional lines it might be weil not to change 
the names of the cross-town thoroughfares 
such as Randolph, Wash on, Madison, Mon- 
roe, Adams, Jackson., Van 
streets, ete., until Twelfth street ia reached both 
east and west of the river. Then the numerical 
title should prevail as in the South Town now. 
But the first aumber an streets south of Lake 
on the north and south thoroughfares would 
be 1, south of Randolp® 101, south of Washing- 
ton 201, south of Madison 301, south of Mon- 
toe 401, south of Adams 501, south of Jackson 
601, south of Van Buren 701, South of Congress 
801, south of Harrison 901, south of Polk 1001, 
south of Taylor 1101, south of Twelfgh 1201, 
and so on ag in the South Division now south 
of Twelfth street. This would be simple 
enough. 

“A similar scheme would answer for the por- 
tion of the West Division north of Lake street 
and for the North Division. The old cross- 
street names—Kinzie, [iinois, Indiana, Onio, 
etc., as far as Chicago avenue, might be per- 
mitted to stand, and the through streets north 
of Chicago avenue might begin again on a nu- 
merical basis. Calling Chicago avenue North 
Tenth street, the next oross-town street would 
be North Eleventh street, and soon. it is not so 
dificult to devise a scheme of no re 
which would be satisfactorr., 

Mr. Cregier’s plan will never do. The new 
street names which ne suggests for the streets 
are in many cases harsh, meaningless, and un- 
couth; some of thém are mere barbarisms. 
There is neither sense nor propriety in such 
names as Mechanſe avenue, Avers ave- 
nue. Fake place. “Ajax place,” “ Bowery 
place,. “ Binze court,” *Belter court, Con- 
nors court,” “Clifton Park avende ete. All 
other things being equal, American historic 
names should be for street nomen- 
clature to others. Some distinguished foreign 
names might be used with propriety. We have 
Parnell avenue, Why not Gladstone avenue? 
We have Bismarck street. Why not Gambetta 
place and Cavour court? Shiloh street, Mal- 
vorn street, Gettysburg avenue might not be 
ineppropriate.

scene at Hawarden yesterday. The village was 
filled with visitors, drawn thither by the pres 
ence of the Prime Minister at his home. It 
was more like a merrymakimg than like the 
most solemn anniversary in the Christian year. 
Mr. Gladstone attended morning service at the 
village church, which was filled with people. 
It was not expected that he would be at church 
in the afternoon, but he entered about the 
middle of the service. This becoming known 
in the viliage, where his intention of attending 
service In the morning bad not been made 
public, crowds flocked into the ehurch unthi they 
packed it full of people and made it impossible 
for the service to go on. They blocked the sisies 
and stood on the seats and craned their necks 
to get a glimpse of Mr. Gladstone, and made 80 
much noise that the olerty man's voice could 
not be heard above the bubdbub, The Rev. 
Stephen Gladstone was Officiating, and was 
compelled to stop and make a mute appeal to 
the people. This was quite ineffectual, as the 
shuffling and rusthng continued, and de- 
stroyed all idea of the sunetity of the 
place. The Rev. Mr. Gladstene then 
asked the curate to desire the crowds to find 
seats or to retire. When this was done Mr. 
Gladstoue rose and saluted the crowds of peo- 

as the only means of satisfying their curi-' 
or and restoring order and quiet in the 
church so that the service could goon. The 
people then left the church, except those who 
were seated and attend the service, and the 
Rev. Mr. Gladstone went on with the recital. 

- Bavaria’s Crazy King. 

Says a Munich correspondent: I have in- 
terviewed a Bavarian noble bold a high post 
at court, and be confirms the information 
cabled Tun Tripune yesterday and adds: 
„ King Louis, to all intents and purposes, is 
bankrupt, mentally and financially; but he 
was elever enough to apply to his: Minister of 
Finance lately for 20,000,000 or 30,000,000 marks 
to enable him to continue his fantastic building 
operutiona. The Minister objecting, on the 
ground that the country could not bear such 
an enormous outlay, and su that his 
Majesty should retire from the buiidmg busi- 
ness, he flew into a passion and dismissod his 
adviser with the curt remark: I let 
no man meddle with my private concerns.’ 
Soon after this he sent Councilor Kiug 
to Germany to try to raise a ioan; but the 
bankers whom he appiied to in Berlin, Frank- 
fort, and Hamburg iaughed in the Envoy's 
face on learning for whom it was wanted. Far 
from stopping his building freaks, the King 
wanted money for erecting more palaces. For 
months past the King has had no personal in- 
tercourse with his courtiers or body-servants. 
He communicates his orders in writing. One 
of bis courtiers does double duty us Secretary 
and valet. Even this privileged person is not 
permitted to enjoy the light of the royal 
countenance, but is obliged to lie flat on the 
floor, face downwards, while the King dictates 
his pleasure. The Bavarian Landtag, the 
court, and the people are sick of pandering to 
the King’s caprices, and would rejoice at bis 
overthrow.” 

Holy Week in Paris. 

The fétes of the Passion and Resurrection 
this year were celebrated in Paris with unusu- 
al fervor. Thousands of pretty women throaged 
the churches and crowds of young men placed 
themselves in the cafés opposit to admire the 
devout Parisiennes descending the church 
steps in ehbarmmg pigeou-blue toilets trimmed 
with ashes colored jet, and unconsciously dis- 
playing a few inches of delicious silk stockings 
resembling in subdued tints the ehelis of plover 
egas. The flowers at the Madeleine, St. Roche, 
and St. Germain were superb. At the Made- 
leine was a cross sten foet by ten 
of white and crimson roses, brill- 
lantly illuminated by thousands of candles. 
At St. Eustache was given a grand execution 
of Rossinis Stabat by 700 muégicians. Ali 
the theatres were closed, with the exception 
of the Eden Theatre and tne Cratelet, which, 
like the Cirque ef Liver and the Trocadero 
Palace, were devoted to sacred music under 
the direction of the four kings of Parisian 
concerts—Guillemante, Cotonne, Lamoreau x, 
and Pasdeloup. Politics, fashions, and sport 
are now off, and religion is to the fore. 

He Has Lots of Duels on Hand. 

The Jewish fraternity in Paris has been 
roused to a murderous pitch of infuriated rage 
by a book just published, written by Edouard 
Drumont, who is a zealous and fanatical 
anti-Semite. The volume is entitled La France 
Juive,“ and the intention of the author is to 
show that the Jews will be the ruin of France in 
time. He asserts that they are converting the 
French people inte mere money-grabbers, and 
that they are usurping the highest positions in 
politice, society, and journalism by means of 
weaith and through sordid motives; The ma- 
jority of the people condemn the work 
as a distorted picture of what is real- 
ly Arve and as the mad effort 
of a fanatic to raise an anti-Sentitic crusade in 
Paris. Drumont wes laid up for a few days by 
a sword thrust received in a duel with Laurent, 
the editor of Le Pare. Laurent ig nota ew, 
although be condemned the book; Drumont 
has beeu challenged by Meyer, director of Le 
Gaulois, who isaJew. Other Jews are only 
waiting to challenge him, and be will dave a 
lively time of it unless be should be killed 
soon. The Meyer-Drumont duel came off at 
St. Cloud this afternoon. At the first pass 
Meyer's sword struek a button on Drumont's 


trousers and twisted, slightly wound- 
ing the anti-Semitic apostie. At 
the second reprise Meyer involuntarily 


parried one of Drumont’s thrusts with his left 
hand. The seconds interfered, At the third 
reprise both were nimbie and eager. Another 
corps-A-corps resulted, and Meyer's left hand 
again parried one of Drumont’'s thrusts. At 
the same instant Drumont received a deep 
wound in the thigh. Meyer at once expressed 
to M. Alphonse Daudet and M. Albert Durny, 
Drumont’s seconds, his regrets for the invol- 
untary movement of his left hand, which his 
nerves were unable to control. Further duels 
in the anti-Semitic series will have to be post- 
poned owing to Drumont's wound. 

The dueling question has given rise to much 
discussion in Germany this week, and it may 
soon be formally brought before tae Reichs- 
tag. While duelmg was confined: w the uni- 
versities it was tolerated. and even approved 
asan easy way of riddmg the community of 
troublesome brawiers, but the practice seems 
to be spreading, and a general] feeling prevails 
that something ought to be done to check this 
swashbuckling. :

As the assasin is a priest the civil 
authorities will demand from the clerical au- 
thorities his degradation from the ranks of the 
clergy. Two Bishops and two priests will tear 
ali his sacerdotal vestments from him, and 
then a Bisbop will scrape bis shaven crown 
with a knife to remove all trace of consecra- 
tion. This ceremony was last performed in 
1852 in the case of a priest named Merinio, who 
tried to kill Queen Isabella.

FISH AND FISHERS. 

An Earnest Attempt Being Made by Means 
of a National FPretective Association to 
Guard a Declining Industry. 

At the instigation of the American Fishery 
Union, an organization especially interested in 
ocean fisheries adjacent to the New England 
coast, an attempt is being madeto form a Na- 
tional protective association, whose chief ob- 
ject shall be the protection of the complete 
fishing interests of the United States, and, in- 
cidentally, the protection of American inter- 
ests in transportation by water between Amer 
jean ports. The program of the proposed or- 
ganization would includs equal protection to 
all ocean and fresh-water fisheries controlled 
by the United States; the prevention of any 
renewal of the reciprocity treaty with Great 
Britain which expired July 1, 1885, or any Con- 
gressional action that would have the same 
effect; retaliatory measures to compel Cana- 
dian ports to extend the same privileges to 
American fishing vesseis which American ports 
extend to Canadian or British fishmg vesseis; 
National legislation for the protection of 


American fishermen trom arbitrary interfer- 
ence by the Colonial or other}foreign and hostile 
forces; the protection of interior commerce; 
and the management of all legal proceedings 
to protect the individual riguu of fishermen 
or affecting the fishing interests generaliy, at 
its own expense. A delegation of representa- 
tives of the union have since been visiting the 
Western cities bordering on the great lakes, 
rand conferring with representatives of the fish- 
ery interests with a view to have the scheme 
started on some practical basis. It is proposed 


to hold a National Convention in the 
West, probably in about 
September next, out of which may 


arise a permanent and active National organi- 
zation. The delegates now at work are George 
Steele of Gloucester, Mass., President of the 
American Fishery Union, ana Kirk D. Peirce, 
eounsel Tor the association. These delegates 
have already visited the ports of Buffalo, 
Cleveland, Erie, Toledo, Sandusky, and Detroit, 
with the promise of much success. 

The delegates arrived in Chicago Friday and 
interviewed a number of mercbants, Board of 
Trade people, and others. Among those lin- 
terviewed yesterday were President A. M. 
Wright of the Board of Trade, Capt. Jonn Prin- 
divilie, J. L. Higwie of the Vessel-Owners’ Towing 
Company, General-Agent T. A. Howe of the 
Grand Trunk system, and others. Almost all 
of those interviewed conceded the points made 
by Mr. Steele. 

Under the reciprocity treaty fish from the 
British provinces were admit to this coun- 
try free of duty; now they dave to bear the 
prescribed tariff of Half a cent per pound. The 
President in bis annual message recommended 
that Congress provide for the appointment of 
a commission to be charged with the consider- 
ation and settlement of the fishing rights of 
the United States and Canada. Senator 
Frye. introduced a resolution in the 
Senate to the effect that there was po necessity 
for such a commission, and the chief points 
of which will be remembered by those inter- 
ested. Mr. Frye's resolution was carried a few 
days ago by a three-fourths vote. The danger 
now abead of the fishery interests is the free 
fish clause tn the Morrison bill now pending. 

Incidentally it might be mentioned that the 
association. represented by Messrs. Steele and 
Peirce wants the pecuniary help of the West in 
defending the fishery interests at Washington 
and elsewhere. After u visit to Boston to re- 
port progress the delegates will return to Chi- 
cago, and thence go to the Pacific coast and 
around to the Gulf States on. the same errand. 


PHILADELPHIA'S CITY-HALL. 

Philadelphia's marble pile, the city-hall, is 
still unfinished. Between $11,000,000 and $12,- 
000,000 has been expended upon it since the 
laying of the cornerstone in 1872, It is the 
largest bulidtng, finished or in course of com- 
pletion, in the United States and is estimated 
to cover 2,800 more square feet than the Cap.

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EUROPE’S PEACE IN THE 
ONE MAN. 


The Czar of Russia Alone Can Prevent a 
General War Over the Eastern Question 
Herr Windthorst to Retire from Poll- 
ties—More of Bismarek’s Craftiness—The 
Labor Question Attracting Widespread 
Attention—The Cholera Scare—Keligious 
Riot at Glasgow. 

Lowpon, April 24.—[Vie Mackay-Hénnett 
Cable to The Tribune, Ne years ago toda 
the late Czar of Russia, surrounded by a coun- 
cil of Ministers and diplomate at wan, de 
clared war against Turkey. Today his succes- 
sor in the éaine palace holds a grand conclave 
of his advisers to determine a question not one 
whit les¢ momentous than was the question of 
1877. Europe watches tor the issue in silence, 
hoping a tue and féariig much. The littice 
that is known of the Czar’s personal feeling is 
not reassuring. He is impiacabie toward 
Prince Alexander of Bulgaria, and de- 
termined to orusk nim. It is 
that he retharked the other day: Could mare 
be anything more unjust than the eagerness 
of all Europe to pamper the ingrate Prince of 
Battenberg and at the same time to treat poor 
little Greece so cruelly?” Even without this 
probably authont io report of his words there 
has Deen little doubt that he has encouraged 
Greece to maintain her present attitude, The 
talk of the diplomatic circles is that 
Russia bas consented to join the other. Powers 
in a joint note to Greece demanding that she 
disarm within a week, but that France has re- 
fused even this, aha that both totally decline 
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to assist lu a later eoercion. From what I cau | 


learn I am skeptical as to Russia's even join- 
ing Hurope in the note. If she does it will be 
with a wink to the Greeks whiok they will not 
fail to comprebend. Public opinion tn France 
is steadily growing in opposition to the repug- 
nant task of interfermg with the Greeks, 
whom the French helped to free, and 
the stron@ Liberal papers Were are 
openly denouncing Lord Rosebery for putting 
England in a position so inconsistent with her 
historic sympathies. If the great fleet of 
sixty-two ironclads and twenty-five torpedo- 
boats now im Suda Bay ie led by an English 
motive into a hostile action against Greece it 
is likely that there will be a big Liberal dis- 
sent, easily convertibie inte a parliamentary 
rupture—unless, indeed, it should be shown 
that Greece apted throughout on an under- 
standing with Russia. It is difficuit to believe 
that Lord Rosebery would be so strenuous in 
his poliey if he were notin possession of the 
proofs of this. 

That deep suspicion of Russia which is found 
at the bottom of every calculation of the 
chances lends an evil significance to today’s 
reports of coneerted outbreaks among the ig- 
norant peasantry of Galicia, Austria-Huogary. 
The official dispatches to Vieaus are said to 
have depicted an extremely menacing state of 
affairs. There is a. widespread conspiracy 
among the peasants to rise against the author- 
iues, Owing toa rumor that the Government 
intends to restore the forced labor laws and to 
u that the aristoerats are organizing a 
massacre of the Polish peasants in revenge {or 
the atrocities which the peasants committed 
upon the nobies in 1846. Secret meetings are 
being held by Wie peasants, a majority of 
whom are armed. The nobles are taking 
refuge in the cities, Forces of cavairy and in- 
fantry have been disposed throughout Galicia. 
Several agitators who are supposed to be Rus 
sians have been arrested there. The Goy- 
ernment is taking measures to calm 
and disabuse the minds of the peasants. 
Vienna opinion unhesitatingly ascribes the 
mischief to the machinations of Russian 
agents. The incident will de very likely to 
lead to a sharp press wrangie between Vienna 
and St. Petersburg which, with the present 
delicate situation, is certain todo muo to pre- 
cipitate a collision. 

It would be easy to multiply evidence that 
the Eastern outlook is e mely dark, but it 
is scarcely worth white When the denouement 
je evidentiy so ciose at hand. One man lit- 
erally dominates the situation. The Czar 
stands betweeu a natural shrinking from tak- 
ing a step that woeld convulse Burope, cost 
thousands of livés, and perbaps destroy bim 
and bis Empire on the one side, and on the 
Other a natural jouging to be free from the 
wearing necessity of hiding from assasins, and 
to strike a biow for Constantinople while En- 
giand is occupied with ber Irish troubles, 
while Germany is restrained by France, and 
while Austria is. distracted by the uprising of 
Galicia and Bosnia. Upon his decision bangs 
the whole question of peace or war. 

Paris, April 24.—France has written to 
Greece advising ber to disarm. It is believed 
that Greece will follow the advice. At the sug- 
geston of France tae Powers bave modified 
the original terms of their ultimatam to 
Greece, and the document as finaily agreed 
upon will be presented Monday to era- 
ment. 

LONDON, April 24.—Lord Rosebery, Foreign 
Secretary, bad a long conference this afternoon 
with representatives of all European Powers. 
The Greek Minister, alone was absent. 


Germany — Dr. Windtherat Withdrawing 
from Politics—The Eternal Quarrel Be. 
tween Church and State. 

BERLIN, April 24.—[Via Mackay-Behnett Ca- 
bie to The Tribune.]—Dr. Windthorst, the lead- 
er of the Catholic Centre party, talks of with- 
drawing from politics as soon as the kultur- 
kampf is definitly at an end. Prince Bismarck, 
who has bad many a tilt with him, counts rather 
sanguinely on winning from the Catholics when 
their chief retires from the Reichstag. But I 
understand that Herr Windthorst is opposed to 
a formal alliance with the Government, and 
thinks the Centre should maintain an attitude 
of watchful neutrality, aud be ready to resist 
any attempt to snatch away the profits of its 
long struggle. 

The suddenness of Princ® Bismark’s politico- 
ecclesiastical evolutiong took the public so 
much by surprise that even those most hostile 
to the Canossa policy hardly found breath to 
protest. The ap nee of a sensational 
pamphlet entitled ** An Undelivered Speech in 
the Prussian Upper House shows that the 
silence of the Liberals did not simply mean 
assent or approval. The pamphlet attacks the 
Chancellor Jercely for his inconsistency and 
foretells that this yielding will give Ultramon- 
taniem a perilous increase of power in Prussia. 

Reports have been current that Baron von 
Schloezer, the Prussian representative at the 
Vatican, was in disgrace, but it is learned from 
official sources that these rumors are untrue 
anitbat the Baron is in high favor both with the 
Berlin Government and with the Vatican. It 
is stated positively that an 4greement has been 
effected between Prussia aud the church.

The concerts of the Boston symphony or- 
ohes tra. under the direction of Mr. Wübelm 
Gerricke, made a profound impression upon 
the limited circle of music-lovers who saw fit 
to attend. The discipline and technic of the 
orchestra far surpassed expectation. The at- 
tainment of these qualities in the sboct space 
of two years shows that Mr. Gerricke is a 


leader of no mean endowments. It is true that 


be bas had the advantage of certain unusually 
favorable—indeed, exception al—circumstances 
in being permitted, even required, to have re- 


gard only to artistic and educational! consider- 
tions in selecting and preparing works for per- 


formance. The only allowances that his work 
can reasonably ask, therefore, is for obvious 


imperfections in the individual playing of cer- 
tain rare instrumente—such as the oboe, ete. 


As already stated, the general excellence of 


the playing, together with the freshness and 


vigor of the conductor's readings, were of 


such quality as to leave nearly all connoisseurs 


in doubt whether they were not superior 


to the best verformances of the hitherto 
matchiess Thomas orchestra. The existence

work as this is satisfactory proof twat the 
Gerricke performances made known a new 
and impressive personality in American mu- 
sical life. Nevertheless, the sentiment itself 
is not so conclusive with regard to the final es- 
timate;of Mr. Gerricke’s work as might be 
supposed. It is subject to two limitations, 
both important: First, the personal disposi- 
uon among musicians to pick at Mr. Thomas. 
No domineering and tyrannical man can have 
bis own way for twents-five years of public 
life without stirring up a vast amount of ili- 


will, While Mr. Thomas’ gifts as a musical | 


and educator (for he is both) 
are notonly preéminent, but also of the par- 
ticular cast of preéminence which alone could 
bave enabled him to popularize classical! or- 
chestrai music in an uncultivated country like 
this, be is, nevertheless, subject to personal 
limitations in the matter of general culture 
and mental habits which cut him off in great 
degree trom the literary world, while trom 
artists be cuts himself off quite as summarily 
tnrough the unconscious and irresistible oper- 
ation of his own intuitive conclusions, which 
have to him the force of mathematical demon- 
strations. Mr. Thomas is a Napoleon 
in music. The late Dr. Damrosch de- 
rived no small advantage from these 
currents of popularity which in the beginning 
flowed towards Damrosch mainly because he 
was not Thomas, Similar feelings in regard to 
Mr. Thomas exist in every city, and would ex- 
ist just as vigorously against any other leader 
who should succeed in carrying out his own 


ideas, 


The second point of allowance has to be made 
in consideration of the kind of impression let᷑ t 
by Mr. Gerricke’s work. Mr. Gerricke’s popu- 
larity is with musicians rather than with the 


general public, as was also true of the 


late Dr. Damrosch Mr. Thomas made 
his first popularity with the public. 
Loug after the public bad been throne- 
ing Central Park Garden night after 
night, musicians in New York beer-halls were 
discussing the quesdon as to whether he could 
lay any good claim to the rank of musician or 
leader; the decision was generally in the nega- 


tive. The members of the Philharmonic in 


1863, when the young Thomas began bis 
symphony soirées, would have laughed at the 
idea of his ever being their leader. Yet five 


years ago the Philharmonie directory was very 
giad to give Mr. Thomas carte bianche to ac- 


cept the conductorship. He saved the society 
from bankruptoy, but in order to do so be bad 
to turn out quite a number of the fossils who 
twenty years before had been s0 sure 
that he was no musician. Now tune 
reason why Thomas’ popularity is with 
the public and Gerricke's with musicians lies 
in the characteristic color of their work re- 
spectively. Mr. Thomas’ work is unitorm'y 


distinguished for tonal beauty. Whatever he 


plays, be tukes care shail be made as well- 
sounding as ever it can. The American peo 
ple are like the French in their natural instinct 
for tae smooth, the agreeable, the weil-finished, 
harmonious. There is no other country in the 


world where luxury comes 80 near being neces- 


sary to the majority of the inhabitants. Our 
palatial hotels, office-buildings, and railway- 


cars are familiar examples of American fond- 
ness for getting the best.

Mr. Gerricke comes 
in a somewhat different spirit. His readings 
are fresh and noble; but the sound of his 
orchestra is not so beautiful as that of 
Mr. Thomas’.

It is, indeed, an open question as to which of

It is interesting 
to observe that Mr. Gerricke comes from 
Vienna, the centre of the musical world. 
Vienna was the home of Haydn, Mozart (for a 
part of his life), Schubert, Beethoven, and 
many other masters. In Vienna at the 
present time light opera das more 
vitality than anywhere else in the worid. 
Wagners works are given there with 
a fullness and eweetness not elsewhere beard. 
Mr. Gerricke came to America witha reputa- 
tion already made in a subordinate position in 
Vienna. He cannot fail to prove a productive 
personality bere. Himself and his work are 
to be held in bigh estimation. Upon future

Capitalists Hanging Back Because of a Fear 
of an Extension of the Labor Troubles— 
Important Enterprises Waiting for a 
Better Outlook—Fair Demand for Small 
Houses—Effect of the Eight-Hour Move- 
ment on Building—New Summer Hotel at 
Hyde Park—Notes. : 

The transfer-lists of the week made a fair 
showing, but of course they reflect the busi 
ness of previous weeks.

Some six years ago a constable named 


Wagner, living at Königsberg, disappeared 
with some hundred dollars, and his body was 
found several months afterward hanging to a 
tree in the Bauheler forest. The first impres- 
sion was that be had spent the money in dissi- 
pation and then taken nis own illie; but a bu 
lot-hole in the back of his head and the disap- 
pearance of all hie papers proved the fallacy 
of this theory. He bad been murdered, but all 
attempts to trace the murderers proved futile 
until a few weeks ago, when a butch- 
er, imprisoned at Berlin for some petty 
forgery, wrote to his former employer 
to send him at once 300 marks of the Waguer 
booty, as he bad received more than bis share 
of it. It bappened that this employer, a 
duteber, who formerly lived at Kénigsberg, but 
had sbortly after the murder taken up bis 
domicile in some part of Saxony, had also com- 
mitted several forgeries and had been sent to 
prison. There the letter found him, but it had 
been read by the prison authorities before it 
was given into bis hands. The murder was 
charged to him and he at once made a ciean 
breast of it. He had enticed Wagner, whom 
he knew to havea large amount of money with 
bim. into his butcher shop, and murdered him 
with the belp of bis three assistants. To cover 
up the deed they had conveyed the body to the 
woods anc bung it where it was found. The 
two other accomplices have not yet been ar- 
rested.

slaught on Cleveland—John Kelly Again at 
the Helm and Eager for the Fray. xT 
New York, April 24.—|Special.}|—Tammany 
has definitly decided to undertake the lead in 4 
Democratic onslaught on President Cleveland. 
Ever since the exposure of the eighteen bribe- 
taking Aldermen, six of whom were Repub- — 
licane, six Tammany men, and six County 
Democrats, the outiook for Tammany has 
brightened vastiy. Under the imperative or- 
der of John Kelly, who at that time was not 
wholly incapacitated for direction, the six 
Tammany members were denied renomination 
to office and deprived of all influencé in Tam- 
many, although they were not formally ac 
cused of corruption until more than a year 
later. One of them, Ald. Kirk, had been a 
favorit with tne Boss for a long 
time and his chosen leader in the 


Sixth Ward, which is the toughest in town: 
but when Kirk tried to explain that he had 
voted for the Broadway franchise because he’ 
thought it a good thing for the public and bad 
received no bribe, Kelly angrily exciaimed: ** We 
turn you out for being a rogue. Proving. that 
you are a fool instead wouldn't belp you. Get 
out.“ The County Democracy organization, 
on the other hand, permitted its six disgraced 
Aldermen to run again for office under its 
sanction, and maintained Jaebne, the receiver 
of stolen goods, as a district leader. This has 
apparently killed the County Democracy, 
which was originally formed under Samuel J. 
Tiiden’s direction by Secretary of War Whitney 
as a reform against Tammany, and retained 
public respect until it fell into ‘the control of 
low-down politicians. The wiser and better 
men in Tammany saw the opportunity early. 
Of the two Aldermen who opposed the Broad- 
way swindle one was a Republican and the 
other, Hugh J. Grant. a Tammany man. John 
Kelly insisted on putting Grant into nomina- 
tion for Sheriff as a reward, and be was oer: 
whelmingly elected. 

But Keily’s iliness took him completely away 
from active politics, and the plan to lift Tam: 
many clear above the County Democracy was 
temporarily defeated. Charles R. Loew was 
chosen to take Keily’s place in guidance, but 
he lacked the boss’ power and was defeated 
dy the bummers. This week Loew's death 
leaves nobody in particular at the helm. In 
this dilema those Tammanyites who wish to 
put Tammany to the front in National polities, 
looking forward to the next Presidential cam- 
paigo, have succeeded in interviewing Joun 
Kelly on the subject.

Quakers that they were « peculiar people, and 
so far as dress is concerned the same might be 
said of the people of Philadelphia today. As 
compared with men of any other large city 
Philadelphia men as a_Pule dress pecultariy. 
Whether for business use or for dress, they 
seem to be actuated by three ideas about their 
clothes—to have them cut simply, to bave them 
of quiet and unostentatious patterns and colors, 
and to have them made as nearly as possible 
like every other Philadelphian’s. The indr 
viduality of some of the most prominent cit- 


izens is disclosed and emphasized in their at- 
tire. Mr. Brewster's ruffies and white hat and 
Mr. Vauz's tight-buttoned black frock coat 
and low-cut shoes, which he wears all the year 
round regardless of weatber. are as familiar as 
the face of the clock in Indepeadence Hall. 

One of the latest taken up is the revival of 
an old fashion. Fifty years ago the bucks 
were wearing higb-oollared surtouts and broad- 
caped top coats much the same as the gilded 
society youths are wearing now. But there is 
a deep chasm to cross before the features of 
dress half a century ago can be revived. If a 
Senator should rise to speak in a suit such as 
Mr. Webster wore when be replied to Hayne, 
the press from one end of the country to the 
other would ring witb chaffing laughter. 

It is interesting in notiomg the fashions for 
meu this year—and as usual the best taste in 
this country takes its cue from London—to ob- 
serve the steadfastness with which usage clings 
to a few primary and sensible ideas in regard 
to men’s dress, especially in coats. The great 
idea is to drape the figure, preserving its out- 
line, and giving comfort without interfering 
with freedom. No matter how trousers or 
waistcoats may change, it seems as though 
coats are fixed and will remain as they are un- 
til some total revolution in apparel takes 
place. The four prevailing styles of coats 
which heve now been “in’’ for many years 
will probabiy remain many years more. They 
are the sack, the frook, the four-button cuta- 
way, and the dress coat. All of them belong to 
the outfit of almost every gentieman, no mat- 
ter whether be mingles in the fashionable set 
or not. The sack or lounging coat is the most 
indispensable, as it is the easiest, the most de- 
sirable in active bodily movements, and the 
most serviceable whea anytbhipg but dignity is 
required. It is worn much for business. The 
nattiest garment that bas come into vogue in 
recent years is the four-button cutaway, which 
avoids carrying around apy superfiuous fabric 
and is a compromise between dignity and ease. 
Tne Prince of Wales now wears this kind of 
coat on the street and on almost all occasions 
not formal enough for adress suit. A frock 
coat is, as usual, serviceable on many occa- 
sions of more or less formality, especially at 
funerals, day weddings, and for afternoon 
calla. They are as a rule becoming to tall men. 

The newest thme noticed in the coats for 
spring and summer this season is that they all 
button lower and show more of the shirt and 
art. Dark sack-coats, with fancy trousers, 
will be more word than entire suits of the 
same material. The very latest and most fash- 
jonable material is a sort of curly, roughish 
stuff—a Scotch cheviot called niggerhead.”’ 
Another new material is a black cheviot of 
light weight, with a self-plaid. 

Spring overcoats are also cut loose, without 
being shaped in at the back, and the newest 
materials in use are light drabs and putty 
shades—some in the plain colors and others in 
three line diagonals. All coats are made loose, 
even cutaways, and nardiy any smooth-sur- 
faced cloth is used. In overcoats black diag- 
onals are also fasnionable for spring. The 
spring overcoat is worn short. The long top- 
coate which have been in vogue the last winter 
will be used to some extent for traveling. 

Some of the cleverest men of the country 
have been hostile to swallow-tais, and there 
are a number of men in Phildadelphia who caa 
be persuaded to don a dress suit only with the 
greatest difficulty, and are Il at ease until they 
get out of it. George W. Childs looks upon a 
dress suit as a sort of torture, and never wears 
one it be van help it. There are several influ- 
ential gent:emen who refuse to wear dress 
suits under any circumstances. 

A Chestnut street tailor who has just re- 
turned from abroad made diligent inquiry in 
London as to any possible variations in the 
dress suit, and was unable to bearof any ex- 
cept the introduction to some extent of fancy 
waistcoats and embroidery in colors and 
fancy buttoas on white waistcoats. 88 
trousers, like all other trousers, are 
made a little wider, with a sliaut spring over 
the instep. Broad bands down the side are 
not so much used in fashionable circles as 
they were. A few rows of sous-tache are still 
adhered to by a few swells who belong to mili- 
tary organizations, and carry this distinction 
into drawme-rooms with them. 

The only novelty of the season, and curious- 
ly enough it lies in the realm of the dress suit, 
is the dress sack. It appears that in Engiand 
among the most fasbionabi men a dress sack 
coat has become admirable for certain occas- 
ions. 

in the best society all over the polite world 
there is an unwritten jaw that the dress suit 
should not be worn Sunday. Accordingly, 


at little Sunday nicht gatherings or even din- 


ners it is considered bad taste to be rigged out 
in a dress suit, though a few callow youths get 
themselves up so when they make Sunday 
night calis upon their lady friends. 

One of the best authorities on dress says 
that no matter bow good a man’s clothes 
may be, if be has not a good hat, good shoes, 
and a suitabie cravat be will not look well 
dressed. Of ali parts of the toilet the cravat 
or necktie ie the sole one that appertains to 
the man, ana wherein his individuality is 
most expressed. The credit or discredit for 
bie hat, bis coat, and his boots may belong to 
the batter, the tailor, and the bootmaker. But 
for the cravata man has neither assistance 
nor support, and is abandoned to bis own re- 
sources. The character of the man is revealed 
in the cravat. It may be pretentious, diffuse, 
insipid, egotistical, angular, careless, or sym- 
metrical. If there is the ieast taste of foppery 
in a man it must crop out in bis cravat. Now 
that coats are bemg cut lower in the neck cra- 
vats, scarfs, and neckties become of additional 
importance, and more attention will be paid to 
them than usual. For spring and summer 
white “fourin-bands” will be popular with 
many young men. Oollars with rounded 
points that turn over in front will be mostiy 
worn, though there is promise of a revival of 
the turn-down collar for summer. Checked 
and colored shirtings are to be more worn than 
usual, and in white shirts there will be great 
latitude, and Marseilles fronts, ruffles, and all 
sorts of fancy notions will be indulged in. The 
favorit cuffs are made for link studs. 

Low-cut patent-leather shoes will be as fash- 
jonable as ever for summer, though buttoned 
gaiters for general wear remain the favorit 
style. Some of the most fashionable men ere 
going back to square toes, end pointed toes 
are said to be quite tabooed in the best circles 
in London. 

The bight bat is a dressy thing and is proper 
to wear now, even with a sack coat. The lat- 
est Derby is round-crowned and has a close 
rolling brim. 

Stripes and quiet plaids are the favorit pat- 
terns in materials for trousers this season, 
though many of plain color will be worn. 
Trousers are cut wider than ever before in ten 
years.

From Counts and Countesses, Dukes and Duch- 
esses, Princes and Princesses; indeed, from at 
least four reigning sovereigns. To this list add 
a bundred thousand of the commoner people 
And what is it all about? The trial or Euphbrasie 
Mercier for the murder of Elodie Menetret. 
That is all. But it must be said that the cir- 
cumstances of the case are extraordinary. No 
romance-writer ever imagined so ingenious 
and elaborate a crime as this. What, then, is 
the history? Listen: 

Eupbrasie was the eldest of five children 
whose father, a cotton-spinner, died in 1846, leav- 
ing them a fortune of $130,000. She took hold 
of the business, eniarged it, and prospered ua- 
til the revolution of 1848. That event swept 
away alland left the five almost penniless. 
What then? Eupbrasie came io Paris and by 
her handsome face secured a position as cashier 
in a café. Then she was a dressmaker, and 
again a sales woman in a dry-goods store. 


Fifteen years were thus spent, and thon 


she had enough to start a ee 
store of ber own, In this sie 
did well for atime. She sent for ber brother 
and sisters to come and live with her, and de- 
olared that God had in a vision directed her 
to care for them and restore the family fortune. 
Presently she failed again and the brother and 
sisters went back to the country. and she, after 
trying to make a living at iace-making, became 
the household servant of Mlle. Elodie Menetret. 
Her sisters, I may add, professed to be inspired 
by to tell fortunes and exhort religiously; 
nevértheless they succeeded in adding to the 
population of France several children who 
never will be wise enough to know their own 
fathers. The brother, also, became 4 religious 
ascetic, but raised up a numerous progeny by 
various unweddea mothers; and one of his 
sons afterwards became the lover of the fair 
Euphrasie. So that altogether the Merciers 
were a pretty pickle. 

But Mlie. Elodie Menetret? Sbe was of aris- 
tocratic birth and finely educated, but way- 
ward. Having saved some $20,000, she bad 
purchased a nice little villa at Villemombie 
and was there living at ease, still fair to see, at 
the age of 45, When the fascinating Euphrasie 
came to live with ber. 

For atime all went well. But ‘in the early 
spring of 1882 Mile. Menetret fell ill, Violent 


pains racked her frame. To allay them Eu- 


phrasie gave her narcotics. Then suddenly 
Mlle. Menetret disappeared. Eupbrasie gave 
out that she had gone to America, leaving her 
im charge, and she at once sent to the rest of 
her. family to come and live with der 
in ber mistress’ villa at Villemomblie. This 
they did. Then she sold the silver, dresses, 
and jewels her mistress had lett. Finally ane 
went to Luxembourg and oalied on a notary, 
representing berself to be no other than Mlle. 
Menetret herseif. This. audacious ruse was 
successful, and the notary drew up a full 
power of attorney from the supposed Mile. 
Menetret to Mile. Eupbrasie Mercier. Armed 
with this, Eupbrasie returned to Paris, got 
possession of Mile. Menetret’s funds and took 
full possession of the Villemomble estate. She 
might bave remained to the end ot her days in 
peaceful possession of her ill-gotten wealth 
but for ene thing. And what was that? 

In July last the son of her brother I bave 
referred to turned up at Villemomble. He was 
a weil-favored young fellow, and a true Mer- 
cler. Accordingly be made love to a daugh- 
ter of one of Euphrasie's sisters— is own cousin 
—and also to bis aunt Euphrasie berself. That 
rather mature woman was flattered vy his at- 
tentions, and betrayed to him her guilty secret. 
Alas! How many fatal secrets have thus been 
divuiged! Aud once possessed of it this 
treacherous Adonis used hia power to the 
utmost. First be demanded ‘a large sum as 
husb-money. Euphrasie refused it. Then he 
hastened to the police and gave information 
against ber which led to ber arrest and trial. 

The police took possession of Villemombie. 
They dug up the garden. Some charred bones 
were found. Expert anatomis.s declared them 
to be those of a woman. Several teeth were 
found, also those of a woman; and one was 
filled with gold, and a dentist recognized it as 
one he bad filled for Mile. Elodie Menetret! 
What next? They searched the house. Inthe 
kitchen were a butober’s knife and a hammer. 
Blood stains were on them—human. blood, 
said the microscopists. What else? The mar- 

le mantelpiece was burned and split as if by 

intense heat of an unusual fire. Forth- 
with the chimney-flue was examined. It was 
found coated with a thick, greasy soot, satu- 
rated with phospboric acid—just such a de- 
posit as would nave been caused by burning 
meat and bones—éay, a human body—in the 
fireplace. A quan.ity of this soot, the teeth 
and bones, and the knife and bammer were 
brought into court as ghastly silent witnesses. 

Now, do you wonder that the trial, which has 
just begun, attracts all Paris more than the 
ordinary theatres? 

It is said that La Mére Girard is dying. Who 
is she? The oldest person in Frauée, perhape 
in the world. She was born March 16, 1761, 
and is therefore 125 years old. Impossivie? 
Indeed it is undoubtedly true. Any one who 
cares may for himself see the authentic record 
ot nor birth. It is to be found in tne parish 
register of St. Just de Clatz in the Department 
of the Isére. The venerabie woman still lives 
there in the small Village of Auberive en Koy- 
ans. Has she any family? I believe not. She 
bad one son, who died in 1810, being then 33 
years old. Her maiden nume was Marie Du- 
rand, and she was married when a mere child. 
Her husband died and she took «a second, 
his name being Girard. They lived at Aube 
rive until 1814, when the Austrian army 
invaded the Isére country. Then she dressed 
ma man's clothes and with ber husband fied 
to the sea. They were fellow sailors on ship- 
beard for seven years without her disguise 
bemg betrayed. Then her husband was killed 
ina brawl, and sbe siew his mutderer, and 
then returned to Auberive to spend ber re- 
maining years in widowhood. She lives ina 
miserabie hut, all alone, and has been able to 
make her own clothes, cook ber own food, and 
attend to ail her wants berself untii two or 
three years ago. Since then ber sight bas 
failed, so that she is no longer abie to thread 
her needle, and she has tor some time been 
too feeble to leave ber bed. 80 the parish 
bas bired a neighbor to attend to ber. For 
more than ninety years she bas not tasted 
meat, nor drank wine, nor spoken to a priest. 
Why? She says meat does not agree with ber, 
and so she has lived almost exciusively on a 
broth made of cabbage, potatoes, and oil, and 

and butter. As to wine she does not 
care for it, though now and then she takes asa 
medicine a spoontul of white brandy,’’ which 
is made from the tender branches of grape- 
Vines. Why she dislikes the priests no one 
knows, nor will she explain. Occasionally the 
euré of the parish visits her, but she will not 
speak to bim nor notice him in any way. This 
antipathy to priests dates from about the time 
of ber second marriage, but she will not utter 
a word in explanation of it, though on every 
other subject she has always been ready and 
willing to converse. i. 

Another antiquity fs passing away. The 
demolition has been begun of the ancient quar 
ter of Paris, situated between the Quai aux 
Fieurs, the Rue des Chantres, and the Rue du 
Cloitre-Notre-Dame. Do you read Balzac? Ot 
course. Then you remember the Chapel of St. 

It 
stands in the Rue Chanoinesse, in the district I 
bave menuoned. and it will presently disappear 
forever before the march of modern iwprove- 
ment.“ Indeed, it is well to clear out the 
slums. But it is ashame to annihilate the mon- 
uments of ancient Paris. But then this chapei, 
whatof it? Little remains, indeed, of the spien- 
did Roman edifice built by the Chancellor de 
Garlande in 1118. Two bundred years ago it 
was merged into a convent. In the Revolu- 


way, though some statuary and bits of 
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of Louis Philippe attracted as 
000 a year, and under the 
figure rose to more 


as picking his teeth with the pomt of a sword 
and drinking beef’s blood from a human skull, 
he got the more reckless workmen to obey him 
like a god. The strike at Oreusot caused a loss 
to masters ana men of fully $200,000 every day 
it lasted.

She died the 
Vicomtesse de la Panouse, worth more than 
$1,500,000. Her busband lost all . bis 
money in the collapse. of the Union 
Générale, but she seemed to profit by 
that catastrophe. I am told she made 
$500,000 by it. Then he, poor devil, went to 
the Cape of Good Hope to earn another fortune 
in the diamond fields. When he came back, 
what? She refused to see him, and obtained a 
divorce. Why?. Heaven knows. Probabiy no 
one else does. since her death. 

Delaunay's farewell to the stage of the Thé- 
tre Francais was marked by no ceremony 
whatever. And yet he has for years 
been—and justly—the most popular actor in 
France, ADOLF HoussAYE. 


HISTORY OF WIFE-BEATING 
And ti 


Prevalence of the Crime in This 
Country at Present. 
Philade@iphia Press: State Senator Robert 

Adams Jr. explained and championed his 

much-discussed wife-beating bill last night 

ma paper read before the Social 

Science Association at the College of Physi- 

cians, Thirteenth and Locust streets, 

on ** Wife-Beating as a Crime and Its Reiation 
to Taxation.“ Senator Adams told how the 
bill had been presented by him “ by request 
of a constituent Jan. 16, 1885, and bow Senator 

Lee bad reported it negatively from the Ju- 

diciary Special Committee the 29th of the same 

month. Then de read the bill, which pre 
scribes not exceed!ng thirty lashes to be laid 
upon the bare back of any maie person who 

* shall williully beat, bruise, or mutilate his 

wife.” 

He then went on to a historical review of the 
treatment of women, showing that ber cleva- 
won bad zept pace with civilization, though it 
was not until 1829 in England that the act of 
Charles II., which embodied tae old common 
law and allowed a man to chastise his wife 
with any reasonable iustrument,“ was re- 
pealed. Taking up the wife's existing remedies 
against a brutal husband, Senator Adams said: 
The usual proceeding of suit against her hus- 
band for damages resulting from aésault and 
battery is denied to her owing to her martial 
state, while the criminai prosecution and the 
penalty of imprisonment deprive ber and ber 
children 8 needed support, which are frequent- 
ly a ba to her even seeking protection. The 
binding of her husband to keep the peace; or 
order of maintenance by the Magistrate, has 
been found to te futile, especially among the 
class to which most wife-beaters belong— 
namely: druskards—and this is the only class 


‘allowed to take the law in their own oands 


and inflict corporal punishment on their wives 
for alleged faults existing only too often in 
their intoxicated brain. while fines and costs 
simply deprive the injured mother ana inuo- 
cent children of the necessities to sustain life, 
Of the prevalence of this inhuman crime Dar- 
win says: ‘With the exception of the seal 
man is the only animai in creation which mal 
treats its mate or any female of itsown kind.“ 

Senator Adams then detailed how, in order 
to obtain statistics on the subject, he addressed 
letters to every Discrict-Attorney in the State, 
asking how many compiaints were made to the 
grand jury for wife-beating or assault and bat- 
tery on wives by their husbands during the 
year, bow many true dills were found, how 
many convictions were obtained and the 
average term of sentence, the nationality 
of. the condemned, as to the increase of 
the crime, the proportion of families be- 
coming a charge upon the county, and 
as to whether the husbands were drunk 
when they beat their wives. Replies from all 
the counties but Allegheny and Luzerne 
showed 475 complaints, 287 bills, and 161 con- 
victions tor terms averaging three months 
each. The District-Attorneys*aiso called at- 
tention to the fact that hundreds of minor 
cases appear before Justices of the Peace and 
are settled before the trial and that desertion 
cases almost invariably develop wife-beating, 
so that Senator Adams thought that the fig- 
ures did not represent more than one-tenth of 
the number of crimes, particularily as almost 
all complaints were in aggravated cases. 

Most of the wife-beaters were foreigners, the 
District-Attorney of Erie County wiiting: 1 
find that a certain class of Englishmen beat 
their wives from habit.“ The crimes were in- 
variably committed when the husband was 
under the influence of liquor. Eleven 
counties in this State, and also Camden, 
reported that the offense was on the increase. 
Every. District-Attorney, and Judge Mitchell 
to boot, testified that the convicts aiwavs 
pleaded for short sentences.in order to save 
their families from want. The relauon to 
taxanon was touched upon by Senator 
Adams’ calculation that it oost the State 
$4,000 to ~aaintain the 161 convicts for their 
three-months sentence. The question of 
the unconstitutionality of the law raised 
by Senator Cooper was discussed, and 
Senator Adams showed that the State Con- 
stitution does not probibit unusual punisb- 
ment, and that up to 1839 borse-stealing and 
counterfeiting were punishable in Pennsyl- 
vauia by whipping. He cited the fact that in 
1874 Mr. Justice Keating was the only opponent 
on the Eaglish bench to flogging for certain 
assaults, and only four magistrates out of 
sixty-eight and three recorders out of forty- 
four. 

He also quoted Judges Allison and Ludlow 
as in favor ot his bill, District-Attorney Gra- 
ham, three grand juries of the county, and the 
District-Attorneys of Schuylkill, Westmore- 
land, Cameron, Adams, Forest, Brad/ord, 
Franklin, and Clearfield Counties. He also 
gave the authority of the District-Attorney of 
Bahimore for the statement that the law there 
had seemed to extinguish the crime as if by 
magic. 

The paper was attentively listened to and 
afterward discussed by the society. 


STATE COACHES.

THE SIMPLIFICATION OF REAL ESTATE 
TRANSACTIONS IN NEW YORK. 


A Movement Brought About by the Ac- 
cumulation of Books of Record and the 
Constant Necessity of Tracing Titles— 
Title Insurance—Kicking Lawyers—How 
the New System Works—Indexes of the 
Property Itself—Other Contemplated 
Changes. 


New York, April 20.—[{Special Correspond- 

ence.}—Within the last three years there bas 
been a good deal of agitation of the subject of 
land-transfer reform in the City ot New York. 
The constant accumulation of books of record, 
their prospective increase, and the necessity 
of making tracings turough the entire lot 
every time a hies Of property changed hands, 
together with the expense to every purchaser 
entirely disproportionate to the value of the 
transaction, has had the effect of bringing 
about a movement for the simplification of the 
transfer business. It has also developed the 
principle of Insurance of titie, so that a search 
once made ig made for all time, money may be 
loaned. on property without a new, abstract 
every time, and the cost will be only one-quar- 
ter the cost of maxing the original search and 
abstract. Of course this. plan bas nad ite op- 
ponents from the outset, the lawyers who 
have heretofore made fat fees searching titles 
being lis most bitter enemies. And they 
have done much to keep back the 
progress of the reform which bas for 
its aim the general good of the public. 
When, in 1882, the Legislature passed an act 
for the incorporation of a real-estate loan and 
trust company. the real-estate lawyers. and 
others who had lived upon the rich pickings 
of the abstract business at once made a hulla- 
baioo, and when the next Legislature amended 
the actand improved the system (throwing 
about it additional safeguards), the Register of 
Deeds bere promptly placed himself in antago- 
nism to the project and has ever since proved 
an obstructionist, for the simple reason, 
probably, that he bad not been taken into a 
scheme which his business instincts must have 
demonstrated to him was destined to become 
one of almost incalculable advantage to all 
Aoncerned. Therefore, no matter how many 
attempts bave been made to secure copies of 
the public records in the Register’s office, the 
Register has constantly interfered, by orders 
to his subordinates, to prevent, as far ap 
lay in their power, the making of thes 
copies. This has been done by taking the 
books away from the agents of the company 
who have been sent to the Register’s office to 
copy them uader pretext of interference with 
the public. At last the case came into court 
on injunction proceedings, und, after much 
litigation, the Register has been compelled to 
accord the agents of the Title Guaranty Com- 
pany the right to copy the libers, provided 
they do not interfere with public work. The 
prospects are, therefore, that » few years more 
will see the erd of this undertaking, when a 
complete set of new books will be in the hands 
of parties outside the public offices. 
. The new system of abstract searching in- 
voives two great changes here: (1) A reform 
in the manner of indexing instruments affect- 
ing real estate; and (2) an absolute insurance 
of the title. . 

Under the old system, if A buys a piece of 
property today bis attorney, in examining the 
title, looks through the 3,500 libers of records 
of deeds and mortgages at the Register’s office, 
picking aut the links in the chain of title back 
to the first recorded conveyance. To assi 
bim. he has a name index, alfabetically ar- 
ranged, of all the parties to those 3. 500 vol- 
umes of deeds and mortgages, on which he re- 
lies at his peril, for the courts have decided 
that they form no part of the record. The at- 
torney, to protect himself trom oversight in 
this examination as far as he can, makes a 
requisition on the Registerto run down these 
name indexes and certify to him every instru- 
ment that enters into the chain of title, for 
which search, as it is called, ne pays a. heavy 
fee. In the County Clerk’s office he goes 
through about the same thing. 

To complete this work and carefully exam- 
ine and pass upon every.snstrument involves a 
great deal of time and a great deal of labor, 
costs a well-earned two-thirds of 1 per cent to 
1 per cent of the purchase price, besides very 
liberal disbursements, and results in a simple 
opinion of attorney that the title is good. 

If, now. A sells to B next year, B's attorney 
must go over all this work again back to the 
very beginning. And so it goes on every time 
a agg or a mortgage of the property is 
made. 

Nor is this the worst feature of the evil. The 
mass of records is increasing very rapidly; has 
doubled within the last ten years and will 
double with each succeeding ten. That means 
that the labor of each examination wilt double, 
the delays will double, and the risks will dou- 
ble. Even the real-estate interests cannot 
thrive underan incubus with such powers of 
reduplication as this, and a system could hard- 
ly be devised more certain to strangle itself. 

To solve the first question of economy of 
time and money and to put an end to the con- 
stant repetition of the same old labor, the new 
system changes the whole theory of indexing 
soasto arrange the contents of these 38,500 
volumes, 80 soon to become many thousands, 
not in endless strings of names conveying no 
intimation as to the property involved, but ac- 
cording to the piece of property affected. That 
is, to post, as it were, to the page of a ledger 
de vated to the lot in question, in proper order, 
every instrument in the whole mass of records 
affecting that iot. 

The existing records having once been care- 
fully reindexed in this way all subsequent in- 
struments can be readily posted to their proper 
places, and the result will de that, for all time, 
and no matter how numerous real-estate trans- 
actions become, a full chain of title to any lot 
to date can be found by simply turning to the 
desired page. A greater labor-saving improve- 
ment can hardiy be imagined. It is true that 
the making of such a set. of new indexes re- 
quires great care and skill and a great outlay 
of time and money, but the records of Phila- 
deipbia, Boston, and Baltimore have all been 
reindexed in this way oy private corporations 
with complete success, and these cities are 
now enjoying the relief that such success bas 
brought to their real-estate interests. 

In a few words, the difference between the 
old.and the néw system is that the latter keeps 
indexes not of names of grantors and grantees, 
mortgageors and mortgagees, but of the pieces 
of property themselves. It the various trans- 
fers of a lot or @ house are gatnered under one 
bead it is easy to add all the subsequent trans- 
fers, and it is not necessary to go back to the 
last-recorded conveyance when a title is to be 
examined. Under the old system a week's 
search or longer is required; under the new 
twenty-four hours will suffice. 

In order to be certain of the character of a 
title offered bim a person intending to pur- 
chase land in this city must have searches 
made in the Register’s, the County Cierk's, the 
tax, and other offices to ascertain the exact 
condition of the property—wnat if any claims 
are against it, and upon what basis they stand. 
To make searches takes time and skill, which 
must be well paid for. 

As has deen stated above there are over 
8,500 huge volumes of deeds and mortgages in 
the Register’s office alone. . Nine-tenths of the 
contents of these are mere repetitions, It 18 
proposed (and the work is going on now 
without official interference) to abstract and 
digest the. remaining one-teuth so that the 
condition of a title can be ascertained almost 
as promptly as the mame of a man can be 
found in the New York City directory, _.

An Reports Agree that the President Will 
Marry Miss Folsom—A Weekly Bouquet 
Sent the Young Lady by Mr. Cleveland— 
Her Picture Enshrined in His Room. 

. Washington (D. C.) Letter to New York 

World: President Cleveland’s approaching 

marriage is now regarded as a certainty. Ali 

bis friends agree that he would have been very 
prompt to deny the story of bis marriage, com- 
ing in as. positive a form as it has in the last 
week or ten days, if he had not fully made up 
bis mind on the subject. He has kept the se 
cret very well from even his most intimate as 
sociates, It ie understood that the engagement 
took place during Miss Folsom’s last visit to 

Washington. If Mr. Cleveland is married at the 

White House in June it will be the second mar- 

riage of a President during his term of office. 

Mr. Tyler wae married while he was President, 


but bis marriage took place in New York. 


There have been number of marriages at 
the White House of members of the Presi- 
dent’s family. The last marriage was that of 
Nellie Grant and Mr. Sartoris. It is under- 
atocd that the coming wedding will be a very 
quiet one, if it takes piace in June, as the 
members of Mr. Cleveland's family iu New 
York seem to think it will. The President is 
very averse to personal parades. 

It is expected that his clergyman brother 
will be brought here to perform the marriage 


ceremony, and that it will de private. If the. 


President should invite any of bis official asso- 
ciates he would have to invite them al!, and 
this would give his wedding the official charac- 
ter of a parade reception of the win- 
ter. It cannot be said that Wasbing- 


ton society is very much moved over 


the President’s marriage. He has very little 
sympathy with the social people beré, and as 
be does not go out much they bave become in 
a measure indifferent as to what he does. They 
are glad, however, that be is going to marry, 
because it is always pleasanter to have the wife 
of a President to preside at the White House. 
Mias Folsom has not spent much time here and 
‘s unknown to the majority of people who move 
in society. It is probable that the President 
will go away for some time atter his marriage. 
He bas had a number of invitations to visit 
Eastern watering-places. It is hardly probable 
that be will go to the Adirondacks. | 

The best portrait of Miss Folsom now in 
Washington is a large one which hangs in the 
President's bedroom. Miss Folsom was very 
averse to giving a sitting to the photographers 
when she was here and basa great horror of 
publicity. When she was in Washington iasta 
number of paragraphs were printed about her 
school life, which sbe traced to one or two of 
ber school friends. She quarreled with them 
for it. It is said that she went away to Europe 
80 as to be out of the range of possible gossip 
and criticism during the engagement period. 
It is said that Miss Folsom expected the en- 
gagement would become knowa, as the fact 
was known to the Cleveland family in New 
York soou after ber departure from Washing- 
ton from ber last visit to the White House. 

„I knew Oscar Folsom well,“ said Congress- 
man John B. Weber of Buffalo this evening. 
„met him first when Cleveland and 1 were 
running for Sterif® He was Cleveland's con- 
stant companion then. They were so much to- 
gether that a great many people did not know 
which was Cleveland and which Foisom. They 
did look a great deal alike, too, except that 
one was dark and the other light. Folsom was 
a little bit taller than Cleveland, but just such 
a heavy man. At the time Cleveland ran for 
Sherif they were in partnership. The 
firm name was Folsom. & Cleve- 
land. When Cleveland was elected the 
partnership was dissolved, because under the 
laws of New York a man cannot practice law 
while Sherif. When they dissolved the friend- 
ship between the two men continued. Ap- 
parently Miss Foisom must have been quite a 
littie girl when her fatbhor died—perbaps 12 or 
18 years of age.

STRANGE COINCIDENCES, 


Two Curious Cases of Fact After Fancy— 
Singular Imaginary Situations Realized. 
Some years ago there appeared in an Indian 

periodical a brief story of two brothers who 

were much given to fencing together, and who, 
as somethimes happens with men who fence 
together, got jealous of each other's ekill, and 
one day grew so excited by a sharp assauit 
and disputed hits that they resolyed to use 
sharpened foils for one bout, so that there 
might be no doubt who received the hit, 
palpable or otherwise. Only a light touch was 
to be given: but the writer seems to have 
reflected justly enougbt that a fencer cannot put 
on half-speed as an engineer puts half-speed 
on an engine, and be made one of bis charac 
ters inflict a severe wound on the other. A 
critic might, without seeming baren, bave stig- 
matized the story as improbabie, even as wild, 
but the course of events would have shown bim 
to have been wrong, for the incident actually 
occurred. Iwo brothers who practiced in an 
English fencing-room fell out over 4 coup 
de bouton, and, after a warm discussion, deter- 
mined to have a contest of such a kind as 
would make the hit indisputable. There were 
dueling-ewords in the room, and, by an in- 
genious contrivance which it would taxe too 
long to explain now, they were rendered com- 
paratively innocuous, the point of each biade 

being so treated that it co only penetrate a 

very little way, and it was thought that all 

chance of a serious result was thus avoided; 
but nature proved a determined plagiarist. 

Not only were two brothers te fight—aad cer 

tainly bere the coincidence was most remark- 

able—but one of them was to be gravely burt.

That the plot of this piece 
was entirely new there cannot be the slightest 
doubt, as what amounted to a challenge from 
the authors to point to the original in any 
language met with no answer, The story is 
based on the power which the French law gives 
to a parent of annuling the marriage of a son 
who has married under the age of twenty-five 
without the consent of his father and mother. 
The wicked character of the piece threatens, if 
her demands are not complied with, to annul a 
marriage contracted between her son and a 
young Englishwoman of good family, who has 
married, of course, in utter ignorance of the 
French law. A child bas been born; but at 
the time when the action begins the gon is 
dead, and the evil genius can, if she will, maze 
the ess infant illegitimate. This is the

Among the Easter bonnets are those of 
rough-and-ready straw, the edge of the brim 
bardered with small flowers in scarlet, yellow, 
pink, or white, or the leaves of large biossoms 
laid one over the other. les, Maos, and 
lilies of the valley are the white flowers used 
on the black rougb-and-teady bonnets, and 
carnations, bedge roses, or scarlet geraniums 
trim the biack bonnets, the colored flowers, 
veiled with Diack silk tulle, Picot velvet rib- 
bons will be mue used upon the hats for next 
season, and velvet-faced brims wil! still be 
popular even upon hats ang bonnets for mid- 
summer wear. ; 

The short-basqued bodices, with pointed, 
fronts and postillion backs, are worn in mate- 
rials of nearly every des¢ription. The fashion 
of edging them with loops of ribbon is still ex- 
tant, these sometimes falling der a frill of 
lace.

“IT say, boss, does you want a snake to orna- 
ment your bar with?“

where. He was an Ethiopian, black as ink, 
with great, thick, choco? lips, and 
hair knotty and much longer than the hair of 
the average negro. It looked like a skull 
dressed in Astrakhan fur. His clothes didn’t 
fit him, and they never were intended to. Be- 
sides, they were more nearly rags than 
clothes, Yet the fellow didn't look like a 
tramp. 

“ No, we don’t want no snakes. Get out of 
bere,” surlily snapped the bartender. * Wot 
er you givin’ us, anyway?’’

“Catchin’ sn is easy enougt,” be re- 
marked. Sellin! ems what's hard, oo 
they've kind o' gone out of fashion. hev 
used traps, but they're apt to hurt the snakes, 
and when you bresk a snake's skin you hurt 
his Beauty like, and he don’t sell well. Sol 
uses a Dox generally. You see Snipe— that's 
my dog—he’s got a great nose for snakes, and 
he'll scent one on the rocks dead sure. When 
he pints one I go for it with my box. So does 
be. Course I wear big high leather boots and 
leather breeches and thick gloves, ud then 
the rattlers and coppers won't bite me, I car- 
ries my coat over one arm, and when we run 
down a snake I just throw my coat over him. 
That puzzles him, and when I see where he is 
going to wrigzie out 1 clap the box down and 
be runs in. Then I finish him with the 
sponge of chloroform, put him in my pocket, 
and go for another. It's just like duntme 
anytbing else; some days you'll have luek and 
geta big bag, and other days you won't get a 
sight at asnake. I've took home as high as 
twenty-seven in one day, and that means lots 
of doliars when business is good. 

“Yes, I do keep em alive sometimes. 
They’ re rattlers usually. and I send em down 
here to dealers who want them for circuses, 
side shows, and museums. Get an old fellow 
with a jot of rattles and he’s good for a five- 
dollar bill. A bie black fellow five or six feet 
long is good live bait for $5 too, once in a 
while, but I sell most of mine when they're 
dead. Siuff’ em No, sir-ee. Pickle em: 
that’s the proper way. Take a clean 
snake and fix tim artistic-like in a big fruit 
jar and he'll bring good money here n 10 
Philadeipby n in Boston. I've sold lots of em 
in ali those places. Sullivan, the slugger. John- 
nie Murphy, the billiard man, the Adams House, 
and the Hub Billiard Palace in Boston have 
suakes that I caught and sold em. Down in 
Philadelphy, Nash, the Girard House, the 
Continental House, the Brigham House, and 
** Fatty ” Stewart's, all got rattiers that I done 
up for em. Here in New York—well, go 
around and find em. They’s lots of em here. 
You can always tell mine, coz, you see, I fixes 
' om either by a string banging from the cork 
or winding around a rod stuck in the cork, 
so they look like they were standig on their 
tail and trying to squirm out of the top of 
the bottle, and, of course, they're twisted 
around like a corkscrew, and they stay that 
way, coz I puts a piece of stiff wire through 
em and twists em into shape, where they stay 
afore I puts em in the alcohol. To make em 
real life-like I fixes em so their tongues sticks 
out, and folks as don't know anything about 
snakes thinks that those are their fangs, and I 
suppose the adders’ tongues goes just as well 
for fangs av anything else. Kind of funny, 
ain't it? But it’s a tact that ealoons is the only 
place where I sell em, and balf the bars up in 
Connecticut has my bottled snakes stowed 
away up among their. glasses and decanters, 
right where every fellow that takes a drink can 
see em. 

The Hirmingham darky bad a rival at one 
time in a little old man named Bezer Pritch- 
ard, who lived at Waterville, a little hamiet 
just outside the City of Waterbury. Pritchard 
had lost both his legs, the result of getting 
drunk and lying down on the railroad track 
foranap. After that he traveled around on 
wooden stumps, and spent bis time bunting 
for rattlesnakes, with whict the rocky woods 
near his shanty abounded. Live snakes were 
bis speciality, and the old man used to show 
his wooden legs to people and swear that the 
apparent pin- holes in them were all made by 
fangs of the rattlers whiob bed struck aim 
while he was hunting them in their rocky 
haunts. The old man certainly caught lots of 
suakes, and bad an unpleasant habit of carry- 
ing them around in a littie box and frighten- 
ing peopie by stirring them up and setting 
their ratties to bumatng.

How Capital Can Bring About Harmonious 

. Relations—The Street-Car Strike—An Old 

‘ Family to Wed New Money — Other 
Noted Weddings to Come—Dana In and 
Out of His Den. 

A gentleman who deciares that be represents 
‘the Wesleyan Methodists, a small sect with a 
large name, which the secular reader must not 
confound with the Methodist Church, appears 
in the newspapers with a congratulatory letter 
to Mr. Gould, and stigmatizes the Knights of 
Labor as banditti. An ex-Juage Burke ap- 
pears in like manner in another letter, and ad- 
vines all the railroads to discharge all the 
Knights of Labor for the purpose of thus 
crippling and eventually breaking up the 
order. Apparentiy Mr. Hoxie in the South- 
west bas taken advantage of an indefensible 
Strike todisorganize ana if possible destroy the 
order which alone made the strike possibie.

All had done 
their day’s work and had left editorial cares 
bebind them. Jones wore a span-new cloak, 
and gold-rimmed spectacies, and a biliy-cock 
hat. Dana has not yet donned his spring gar- 
ments. Ot all the editors in New York he 
alone represents the circle made meworable by 
William Cullen Bryant, James Watson Webb, 
Henry J. Raymond, James Brooks, Horace 
Greeley, Manton Marbie, and old James Gor- 
don Bennett. Although 66 years old, he looks 
as though be was in the prime of life. 
His step is as quick aud as firm as 
ever, and be retains his erect military 
bearing. His eyes are bright and 
pleromag, and be uses spectacieos only when 
reading and writing. He systematizes life and 
thoroughly enjoys it. Fifteen years ago he 
usually wore a military cloak at night, and was 
rarely seen without a silk skuli-cap. Cloak and 
cap long ago disappeared. He is inclined to 
baldness now, and his full beard is as white as 
snow. He dresses plainiy, but in fashionable 
attire. He patronizes American tailors, al- 
though some suits are the work of Poole of 
Loudon. He likes good wine, but does not use 
tobacco in any form. Mr. Dana seldom ap- 
pears in public at dinners or elsewhere, but 
when be does appear be attracts much at- 
tention and is heard with great in- 
terest. His figure is by no means as 
familiar to New-Yorkers as were the 
persons of Horace Greeley and James Gordon 
Benuett. He loves his home and enjoys its 
attractions. At times he develops a Bobemian 
taste. An orchid sale would jn“erest him. and 
so would a good giove-fight. I have known 
a im to leave bis desk to see a football match 
between rival college teams. He enjoys a 
day’s fishing, and he loves a game of billiards. 
Indeed, be is not averse to taking a band in a 
friendly game of poker where the stakes are 
light. One of the most amusing games 1 
ever saw was years ago in the house of a 
friend, in which Charles A. Dana, P. T. Bar- 
num, Hugh Hastings, Oliver Dyer, and Isaac 
W. England were the players. The stakes 
were very light, but, ligut as they were, Hugh 
Hastings got away with them. 

Mr. Dana usually enters the Sun office at 11 
a. m. He first ascertains the circulation of bis

He is 
overwbelmed with visitors. It may be an ex-

Both are treated with uniform courtesy and 
consideration. Mr. Dana is a remarkable 
linguist, and his visitors are of all nationalities. 
He uses half a dozen different languages a day, 
and them in each case like a native. 
And be continues the study of modern langu- 
ages, bis latest acquisition bemg the Icelandic 


tongue. 

Mr. Dana lunches at Nash & Fuller’s about 2 
p.m. His favorit dish there is crackers and 
milk; rarely does he take anything else for 
lunch. His main mealis his dinner. He em- 
ploys a chef de cuisine that would do credit 
to ex-President Arthur, and he revels in the 
creations of bis genius. On returning from 
lunch be frequentiy spends some time in the 
outer office indulging in badinage with his as 
sociates. He jaughs heartily over a good story. 
On finding one in à country newspaper he 
passes it around and occasionally reads 
it aloud to those near him. 
has no editorial councils. 
necessary he tells each editor in clear, concise 
terms what be wants. Beyond this they have 
free scope. His decisions and suggesuons are 
prompt and to the point. Rarely are they re- 
versed. He frequently selects correspondents 
for special work and at times makes reportorial 
details. As the afternoon wears away he puts 
his desk in appie-pie order. He is scrupulously 
neat. “A place for everything and everything 
in its place is his motto. In this respect he 
presents a marked contrast to nis old col- 
league, Horace Greeley. About 4 o’clock Mr. 
Dana enjoys a quiet chat with his son Paul. 
throws his spring overcoat over his arm, slaps 
a silk hat on bis head, and goes home. 

A few words about his sanctum. It is plain- 
ly furnished and unearpeted. The song of 
birds is not heard there. No flowers load the 
air with perfume. The furniture is a plain 
lounge, three chairs, and three tables. A re- 
volving pedestal filled with books for quick 
reference stands on his desk. The walls are 
covered with pictures of dead friends. The 
most conspicuous ornament is a stuffed gray 
owl, perched the revolving pedestal. It is 
the gift of Thomas C. Acton, who supplies a 
new owl whenever the old one begins to suc- 
cumb to time. A veined marble mantel, yel- 
low with age, is another feature of the sanc- 
tum. It is loaded with old bric-A-brac and 
other curios. A conspicuous picture is a 
photograph of Horace Greeley sitting 
at a desk, with his overcoat collar 
turned under, intently reading a copy of the 
Tribune. His ola soft bat lies on the table in 
front of bim. This strinkingly realistic pict- 
ure was stolen by a photographer while Gree- 
ley was in one of his abstracted moods. The 
cartoons of Mr. Dana make him appear much 
older than he is in reality. There are very few 
lines in his face, and he looks ten years 
younger than his age. Once out of the office, 
be throws off all of its cares and annoyances and 
goes in for genuine enjoyment. He keeps wood 
horses and uses them. Much of his time is 
spent in the fresh sea-breeze of his Island of 
Dosores. Ali this preserves his health and his 
grasp of mind. With his intellect undimmed, 
he is the last of those granc old editors who 
place New York journalism on its present 
plane. ZICKA. 


Men and Things in Wall Street—Who Was 
the Comatose Judge?—Lorillard’s Widow. 

Wall street business continues to be alarm- 
ingly dull, and brokers cannot make their daily 
expenses. Yet prices remain very steady and 
do not seem to be in the least affected by the 
unfavorabie news in regard to the labor trou- 
bles, the decreasing earnings of the railroads, 
and the bitter gut between competing com- 
panies. The cliques loaded with stocks know 
that they will break the market all to pieces if 
they attempt to sell themselves or allow even 
an outside sellmg movement to set in. They 
therefore stand by and give a helping hand to 
prices every time large blocks of securities be- 
gin to be offered. There is not much short 
selling attempted in view of this, but European 
holders send piles of stocks back. 

The selling of American securities in London 
and the consequent renewed exports of gold 
from this country do not prove that the En- 
glish investor has been frightened out of inu- 
vestments. The well-known mismanagement 
of American railways, the strikes, the rate 
wars, and various other causes have made the 
English shy of investing their money in our 
securities, but they have the money and they 
practically don’t know what te do with it. This is 
proved daily by the success of all sorts of pretty 
jointi-stock companies at home. Quite recent- 
ly, for instance, a large number of subscribers 
have been secured io London for a new com- 
pany, with a capital of $500,000, organized for 
the purpose of making and selling Army and 
Navy Sauce.” Why that amount of capital 
should be required to put a table sauce on the 
market is more than any but the directors oan 
say, but the fact remains that the company is 
securing subscribers and is making money. Of 
course the investing public is well aware that 
the sale of table sauce, as the Worcestershire, 
for instance, bas netted fortunes tothe mauu- 
facturera, and on that account people put their 
money into a concern which, it is stated in the 
prospectus, ** will soon throw all competitors 
into the shade.” But there is no doubt that 
had American railways been as well and hon- 
estly managed as they should have been the 
English investor would much prefer to buy 
our railroad securities than shares of a home- 
made sauce company, 

According to a London contemporary the 
first mortgage bondholders of the New York, 
Pennsylvania & Ohio Railway bheid recently a 
meeting in Lordcn which was by no means dis- 
appointing. In the course of his speech, the 
report goes on, the Chairman, Mr. C. E. 
Lewis, who must be assumed to have weighed 
bis words carefully, accused the notorious Mr. 
James McHenry and Lord Bury of baving ob- 
tained an injunction against the line and a re- 
ceiving order in a most disgraceful way. He 
said they selected a petty local Judge in Penn- 
syivania, one of whose boon companions was 
Lord Bury’s lawyer, and having got him into a 
comatose state of semi-drunkenness, they then 
got the injunction and order from him.“ 

That there is no smoke without fire is proved 
by a report in Mr. Labouchére’s paper, the 
Truth, ot a quarrel in the Carleton Club in Lon- 
don, the principals in which quarrel were again 
Lord Bury and Mr. Lewis. In a letter to the 
committee of tne c.ub Lord Bury complains 
that Mr. Lewis insulted him, calling him a 
„Jackal and saying several other uncompili- 
mentary things. This came ali up on account 
of the differences of opinion as to the manage- 
ment of the New York, Pennsylvania & Ohio. 
To Lord Bury’s letter Mr. Lewis replied that be 
used no insulting language, but merely made a 
statement of his views of Lord Bury's business 
conduct. But it would be interesting to find 
out some particularé about the comatose 
Judge. 

The funeral of Mr. George L. Loriliard, who 
dieu two months since at Nice, France, and 
was buried here a few days ago, bas given rise 
toalot of scandal and talk. All New York 
two years ago Was clectrified one morning at 
the announcement that Mr. Lorillard had mar- 
ried Mra. Wight at Bt. Augustine, Fla, He 
Was in the habit of spending the winters in the 
olacat city in America on acoount of his health, 
which bad been for years very wretched, Mra. 
Wight bad just before been divorced from 
Ned Wight, a well-known New-Yorker, and 
rumor had coupled other names of the Loril- 
lard family with ber. At all events, Jake 
Lorillard, who was a large stockholder in the 
Iron Pier at Coney Island, procured Mr. Wight 
the position as Secretary to that company. Mr. 
George Lorillard and his pretty wife were ap- 
parently very havpy together, and when he 
died bis will left her legatee of his large fort- 
une. It is said that be had an interest of 81. 
000,000 in a | rust fund, and that be bequeathed 
only one-fifth of that particular money to nis 
wife. Since then it bas been said that she has 
resigned ali right and title to it, as there was a 
proviso in the will that 6 e sbould forfeit it in 
case she married agan. At ali events the 
money affairs led to unpleasant family compii- 
cations, aud when the question of the funerai 
came up Mrs. Loriliard refused to aliow her 
husband to be buried in the Lorillard vauit un- 
less the family agreed to allow her to be aleo 
buried there when her time came. This re- 
quest the Loriilards refused, it is said, in very 
stroug terms, and the body of Mr: George Lor- 
ard was buried in the La Farge vauit, that 
being Mrs. Lorillard’s family tomb. 

Mr. Lorillard’s horses, of course, lost their 
engagements through his death, and Mrs. Lor- 
illard had some of them sold off last week. 
But at the time of ber husband’s death she 
telegraphed over that she would run some of 
them this season, and if ali reports are true she 
bas, if not much knowledge of the turf and its 
devious ways, a great admiration for the noble 
animal. It seems that on one occasion last 
year she was at the Monmouth Park races 
when ber busbana’s borse St. Augustine had 
been scratched in a race, and finding that he 


was not among the horses she sent for Alicock, 


who then trained them. and ordered him to 
start the horse whether he bad been scratched 
or not. This of course could not be done, and 
Mrs. Lorillard's grief over the non-appearance 
of the horse bearing the name of the place 
where she was married was very great. As 
she sola only a portion of the stavie, it is still 
supposed that she will keep the oid Lorillard 
colors on the track.

THE MEN WHO ENTERTAIN THE GREAT. 
WORLD OF THEATRE-GOERS. 


Marvelous Fertility of Boucicault—Bronson 
Howard and His Methods—How and 
Why Edward Harrigan Pleases the Peo- 
ple—A Man Who Knows How to Touch 
Human Emotions. 

New York World: The men who entertain! 
Who are they? Well, let me see. First of all 
I would place Dion Boucicault. What a jot is 
his! 


To be the spoiled child of 100,000,00u of hu- 
man beings! To bave made a home in the 
hearts of the great English-speaking race! To 
be a welcome guest throughout Great Britain, 
the United States, and Australia! To have 
made a name familiar in every quarter of the 
world, and to sustain that position for nearly 
fifty years; to have poured out year after year 
a flood of brilliant, buoyant works, which have 
covered the world with wavesof innocent 
pleasure, and still at 60 remain as young, as 
daring, and as inexhaustibie, physically and 
mentally, as you were at 16, is a spectacie that 
requires me to wipe my pair of spectacles to 
examine. 

Dion Boucicault commenced bis remarkable 
career in 1841, with the production of Lon- 
don Assurance,” and revolutionized the En- 
glish stage; be was then 18 years old. The 
work was a new departure. 

It portrayed high life in London in an easy, 
familiar, and elegant manner—light, brilliant, 
and free. It has held the stage for nearly 
half a century. A few weeks ago he produced 
another work just as light, brilliant, and full 
of animal spirit; indeed, of the two The 
Jilt” ig the more youthy. Between these two 
comedies, during forty-five years, his produc 
tions have studded the theatres of the country. 

He created the Irish drama. 

He created the sensational drama. 

Whatever merit there may be in Rip Vau 
Winkle and in The Octoroon,” they remain 
as fixed starsin our theatrical firmament. 
„»The Colleen Bawn.“ The Shbaugbraun,’’ and 
‘*Arrah na Pogue are undeniable. ** Led 
Astray,” “Old Heads and Young Hearts.“ 
„The Corsican Brothers.“ Tune Willow Copse,” 
The Streets of New Kork have proved mines 
of wealth to managers and actors. I take these 
haphazard from memory. 

But I fail to remember any English dram- 
atist that has such a record of popularity, and 
one who has occupied such a space in the 
nineteenth century cannot but live in the his- 
tory of the drama as the chief figure of his 


age. 

It is said that be steals his works. 

I wish we had a few more thieves of the 
same kind. Shakespeare, Moliére, Wycherley. 
Sheridan, and Beaumarchais have beeo con- 
victed of the same offense. ** Bacon wrote 
Shakespeare, and a young lady living in the 
lower Thames street, London, wrote the School 
for Scandal,’ ’’ John Brougham wrote ‘ Lon- 
don Assurance.“ He denied it again and 
again, but no matter for hat. he wrote it.“ 
One would think this mass of work would be 
enough for one man’s life. Nota bit of it. 

Some elderly folks may recollect the actor 
Boucicault in the characters be created. The 
Vampire, the Indian in the *“Octoroon,”’ the 
Counsel for the Defense in Jeanie Deans,” 
and the Nana Sahib in Jessie Brown, indeli- 
bly figured on our minds— they have not been 
effaced by Myles na Coppaleen, Conn or Myles 
O’ Hara, or even by the best of all, Kerry. 

Having plenty of leisure, Boucicault occvu- 
pied his idle moments in building or rebuild- 
ing theatres. The Winter Garden in New York 
ana the Westminster in London were two of 
bis follies. He gave plans for the Park and 
the Varfety in New York, both destroyed by 
fire. He has been manager and stage manager. 
Like Sardou, he is indefatigable in directing 
the smallest details in the production of his 
works, and, to cap the climax, be took a young 
and iovely girl of 22 the other day to be bis 
wife, whose infatuation for ber youthful hus- 
band of 63 is perbaps the greatest work of all. 
Many silly reports have been circulated as to 
the buge fortunes he bas made and squandered 
and of his extravagant mode of living. 

Nonsense. 

He bas made money easily and spent it read- 
ily. He furnished all who had claims on him 
liberally. He lived well, gave away a good 
deal, lost more in the California mines, but he 
kept no equipages, never gambied or wasted 
either money or bealth in dissipation, and lived 
in retirement. He drinks tea, cares nothing 
for high living, and prefers to ride on street- 


rs. n 

When commencing life he decided to pass 
through it as a spectator of cociety. He stood 
apart, therefore, regarding it as a formality 
which those who formed it were bound to fulfill. 
He objected to be bound to its rules and regula- 
tions, so he lived on one side, shaping and 
pursuing his life without the slightest regard 
for conventionailities, at which be laughed. 
He says be never tound a man who was as 
good as a book for a companion, and as for 
women, the man is a brute who has not brains 
enough to find in one all the variety and 
eharms of which she is capable when she is 
made the intellectual companion of her lover. 

Half Irish, half French, be continues the 
peculiarities, failings, faculties, and qualities 
of each race. When accused of the weaknesses, 
blunders, and follies of his life he says he re- 
gards them as the redeeming features in it. 
He hopes to die a poor man, having sbared his 
last penny with those be cares for. He is often 
impoeed on and knows it, and says it is aluxury 
to watch meanness and knavery taking ad- 
vantage of his contempt. He's as odd as he is 
bald, and as solid as a Blue Point. 


Years from now peopie will read his works, 
recall his triumphs, and wonder what manner 
ot man he was. Well, he is rather etout, toler- 
ably thick set, abrupt or gracious according to 
bis mood, a good listener, an arbitrary taiker, 
“tough and merciless rebearser, and a thor- 
oughly acceptable actor in all lines of sentt- 
ment. His lege are not sympbonies, but sturdy 
servants, and there is a big heap of man in 
bim from the top of his shapely bead to the 
callous on his heel, 


Bronson Howard is best known aa the author 
of The Uanker’s Daughter,“ but there is a 
good deal moretohim than that sentence 
would imply. A native of the natives, well 
born, well bred, with a natural turn towards 
literary labor, Mr. Howard gained early dis- 
tinction as a writer for the newspaper press. 
He did good work as a maguzinist and after 
sundry attempts at play-writing came to the 
front witha brochure, Old Love Letters.“ 
made familiar to the American public by 
Agnes Booth’s cnarming personation of Mrs. 
Brownlee, 

For an American, Howard is decidedly 
Frenchy. He has passed the line between 
probabie and real success and sits now in the 
comfortable chair of receipt, it being his cheer- 
ful custom after agreeing to write a play to 
take as retainer and on account a certified 
cbec« for $5,000. 

I have noticed with much interest an illustra- 
tration in Mr. Howard of the theory that every 
writer is, after all, a specialist. As Boucicauit 
finds his greatest successes in dealing with | 
peasantries and with common people, and with 
men and women of lowly station, so Howard 
runs to matrimonial infeiicity, or the quarrel- 
ing which seems inseparable from the ecstasies 
of love-making. 

Take, for instance. Old Love-Letters.”

The “ Banker's Daughter.” telle the story of 
domestic discord as between Mr. and Mrs. 
Westbrook. Husband and wife are separated 
for years and are brought together again, hap- 
pliy iliustrating the Scriptual saymg, ** A lit- 
tle child shall lead them.” In One of Our 
Giris,” now running in Helen Dauvray’s Ly- 
ceum, the infelicities of a French marriage are 
made the hinge upon which Mr. Howard turns 
the panorama of interest for the benefit of his 
audiences, and in Young Mrs. Winthrop” 
the wedded pair seek legal separation as a cure 
for domestic disappointment. Howard is a 
methodical worker. 

He plots, and plans, and drafts, and writes, 
and rewrites, studying carefully situations, but 
adhering rigidly to the plot once determined. 
He lives handsomely in the Chelsea Fiats in 
this city, working many bourses each day, seek- 
ing relief by frequent visits to local theatres, 
preserving always a gravity of demeanor at- 
tended by many incidents along the line of 
courteous hospitality. 

His time is fully occupied. 

Ambitious actors seek him for a vehicle on 
which to rid into fame and fortune; young 
autbors pester him for advice, and rivals insist 
on obtaining his opinion of their efforts. 
Within the week four of his pieces were simul- 
taneously played in our city theatres—the four 
to which i have ‘alluded—one in the Madison 
Square Theatre, one in the Lycevm, one in the 
Union Square Theatré, ana one in the Third 
Avenue Theatre. Like Bartley Campbell. 
Howard is an extensive traveler; but, unlike 
Bartley Campbell, be has thus far avoided the 
futile endeavor to occupy balf a dozen fields at 
onetime. He confines bimseif to the narrow 
line of French flippancy, what has been styled 
the adulterous drama, which after ail is based 
in universal experience and takes hold with an 
iron grip, kid-gloved though it de, upon the 
hearts of the people, touching the innermost 
feeling while it entertains and at times amuses 
the keenest faculties and the brightest men- 
talities. 

He is a success, with a bright, clean record, 
a fortunate, prosperous man. 


Edward Harrigan is a New York boy. 

He knows New York from the Battery to the 
Park, and from the Sailors’ Rest, on South 
street, to the Tramps’ Home, on West street. 
Baxteralley and Paradise Park are familiar 
baunts, and he understands the vagaries of 
the Lime-Kiln man, as well as the eccentricities 
of Old Lavender, or the whinmsicalities of Pete, 
the ratoateber. 

What a ray of sunshine Harrigan is in this 
workaday world, 

The babies on our block and little Sallie 
Waters, hand-in-hand, dance around the May- 
pole, evergreen at that, erected by this man of 
method and of mood. In his metropolitan 
home, a dashing, rollicking Irish-strained boy, 
he sprang to the front of the variety stage, 
waving in one hand his Erin-go-Bragh and in 
the other the E Pluribus Unum. Genius like 
his can no more be kept down than steam can 
be kept hissing safely in a boiler. 

He first bubbled forth in sketches, then 
worked bis way up to acts, until today he has 
a right to look for his place upon the plane of 
dramatic authorship, the successful writer, 
com poser, stage director of the most laugbter- 
provoking plays, the most tear-compeiling sit- 
uations known to contemporaneous exhibit. 

He combines bappily in himself the faculvies 
of actor, author, manager, and stage director. 
With a quaint, sui-generistic manner, a pecul- 
jar compound of pathus and humor, Harrigan 
has probably a larger personal following than 
any actor of, the present day. 

See how he has progressed in the City of New 
York, his birthplace and bome. 

From being a ten-minute specialist he evo- 
luted into a balf-hour act-or. Then in a thea- 
tre of his own, with his long-time partner 
Tony Hart, he produced, as the meat-sandwich 
bet ween other specialists and other acts, pieces 
of more pretentious vroportions, and then, as 
time rolled on, each successive season develop- 
ing the author and the actor, he reached the 
plane he now occupies as provider of an entire 
evening's entertainment, He has gone on 
steadily, honestiy, industriously, intelligently, 
until, as I say, today be not only has a large. 
commodious, aud cheery theatre, but the 
largest clientele of any single actor in the 
country. 

It was feared when the inevitable split sev- 
ered relations between Harrigan and Hart that 
neither could fairly expect to succeed alone, 
but it must be remembered that in conjunc- 
tion with Mr. Harrigan’s local pictures is that 
choice feature, Mr. Dave Braham's songs and 
his wonderfully-trained orchestra. 

No stage music is beard in any theatre in 
the city equal to that given every night in the 
Park Theatre. 

The fashionable bouses on Broadway are not 
a paich upon the garment of musical enter- 
tainment afforded by Braham's band. Much 
of the music in the City of New York is be- 
neath contempt, and none of it is worth speak- 
ing of except that of the Park Theatre. Re- 
taining that feature—Mr. Brabam being Mr. 
Harrigan’s father-in-law—Harrigan started in 
with a better chance for success tban was 
possibie to his old-time partner. In the first 
place he had the theatre, and in the next place 
be had the plays, and, as I say, with Braham’s 
music and his own large personal foilowing, 
success was after alla greater certainty than 
was looked for. 

It ie pleasant to record Harrigan’s good fort- 
une. He literally dug it from the bed-rock by 
bard labor—untaught, uuguided save by in- 
herent genius, and he deserves the imperiai 
name he now enjoys. HOWARD.

Dublin is not reputed to be the cleanest 
city in the world, and indeed it is most tender. 
ly held by ite own denizens as dear. dirty 
Dublia.” But it provides its people with the 
means of keeping clean, and in that respect, at 
least, is far ahead of Chicago. The number of 
persons who used its public bath-houses from 
June last year until Aprii 1 of this year was 
22,899, and over 6,000 women availed them- 
selves of the wash- houses. The buildings cost 
about $25,000 of corporation mouey. New 
buildings with swimming-baths will be ready 
next month.

The Town of Waterford enjoys an unique 
distinction. It is the landlord of over 2,000 
houses aud collects rents averaging $100 year- 
iy from each, The corporation own consider- 
able ground and built the houses. In 1823 
speculators erected a number of houses upon 
leases whose expiry will increase the property 
of the corporation $150,000. There are no 
municipal rates in the town, the repair of 
roads and other public improvements being 
carried on out ot the house revenues. Tenants 
are expected to keep their houses in good con- 
dition, but as the corporation allows nothing 
for improvements few concern themselves 
about that clause in their leases. The corpo- 
ration follows their bad example, and between 
them they ran the death rate up until it be- 
came the highest in Ireland. Notwithstanding 
the paternalism of bouse building the popula- 
tion, now about 25,000, had decreased 2,000 
within atew years, but the town ig still over- 
crowded because bouses have been swept away 
by the sea and none have been rebuilt.

J. H. Tuke, the Special Commissioner sent 
to investigate the reported distress in the west 
of Ireland, and who is known on this side of 
the water as a writer on ediigration, was luter- 
viewed in Dublin on returning from the coasts 
ot Mayo and Galway. This was bis third visit 
to Ireland on the same dismal errand, bis first 
having occurred during the famine of "47. He 
is avery old man. It would seem reasonable 
to suppose that his pet remedy, emigration, 
would have lost efficacy in his own mind, since, 
with 3,000,000 of the population cleared off since 
the famine of 47, de finds the misery of Ire 
land quite as great as it was then in these west- 
ern regions. He stated that the reports had 
not been exaggerated, The assistance be dis- 
tributed was given by private persons, but tue 
Government loaned three gunboats, which 
were placed at bis disposal. He described the 
conduct of the starving people as admirable. 
None asked for money. All begged for work 
that they might earn it. Mr. Tuke hopes that 
the Government will be induced to begin fish- 
eries improvements in order to give immediate 
employment and also to increase the chance 
of permanent bread-winning. But he clings 
to his fallacy of emigration.

The latest return issued by the Land Com- 
missioners brings their proceedings up to the 
end of February. At that date the total 
number of fair-rent applications lodged 
reached 125,950, of which 121,547 nad been dis- 
posed of—viz.: 86,699 cases in which rents 
were fixed, 24,219 dismissed or struck out, 
and 10,529 withdrawn. Up to the same 
date the tota) number of agreements fixing 
fair rehts out of court was 86,834.
